relation to your Highneſfes Reſolution of the 
fame dato , to tranimit with the verie firſt an 
Information unto a certain Memorial preſen- 
red by Mr. Skelton, Envoy Extraordinarie of 
his Royal Majeſtic of Great Brittain , unto your 
Highnefſes the ſecond of the ſaid Month, rou- 
ching the Buſineſle of Bantam, and moreover 
contayning complaints of what paſſed in the 
Eaſt-Indies at Gamron , Mallabar and' Ma- 
cafſar, with demand of reparation , hereup- 
on the Regents ( or Directors) of the ſayd 
Companie of this Nation, haye with al duc

reſpe& , this to fay : Firſt Concernin the 
po Point , pecifing the buſineſſe of Ban- 
ram, that although your Puiſſant Highneſles 
may vene well rememberal what hath hapned 
and paſſedſince the Month of May 1683 , when 
firſt thoſe Clamors and heavie complaints 
were made by Mr. Chudlic , extraordinarie 
Envoy, in the Aſſemblicof your Puiſſant High- 
neſſes, and _—_—— ſoon after more fully 
dilated and deduced by Sr. John Chardin, both 
viva voceand in writing:Nevertheleſle aſſuring 
our ſelves that it will not be unacceptable to 
your Pu. Highneſles, that the ſayd Memorial be 
ain ſom what afreſh reiterated, the foreſaid 
Tepents of the Eaſt-Indie Netherlands Com- 
pane wil with permiſſion of your Puiſ. High. 
neſſes make a ſhort recital, firſt of what in the 
beginning was don here in Holland by Con- 
ference and treatiſes, and alſo afterward con« 
tinued and further Progrefſe thereof made in 
England by the L. Ambaſſador Citters, accor- 
ling to the order given him by your Puiſ. 
Highneſlſes , and conſequentlie of the procees 
dings held in England by Committies on both 
Gdes, and what further was agted in the ſame, 
and fo com to the Principal Matter, to de- 
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monſtrate as briefly as poſ blie may be, how

unreafonable and wholie ungrounded thoſe 
complaints are, which in the beginning were 
ſo clamorous, and then will fullie juſtife the 
Goverment of Batavia in their management and 
proccedings in thoſe affaires, |

What Concerns the firft , Mr: Chudlie ex- 
traordinary Envoy by his Memoral of the 25. 
May, of the fore-faid year 1683 , complamed 
to your Puiſ. Highnefles , that the Govern» 
ment of Batavia had in amanner alrogetherex- 
traordinarie , outragiouſlic delt with the En- 
glith Eaſt-Indic Companic, and by main force 
driven them out of their ancicnt place of reſt- 
dence at Bantham , and thar in ſo ſtrange 4 
manner, that not any one Example (a thin 
rather to be buried 1n filence , then related 
of the like nature can be produced, andthere- 
fore requiring that the faid Netherlandiſh 
Companic ſhould be obliged todraw back their 
Troupes out of Bantam , reeſtabliſh the En- 
gliſh rhere again, and to make reparation of 
the lofles by them ſuſtayned. Bur Sr: John 
Chardin, before mentioned, who by the forc- 
{aid Engliſh Eaſt-Indic Companie was ſent 
hither in Commiſſion, did ſomwhat —_— 
theſe complaints , apparently , becauſe they 
were ſo horriblie extravagant , and in ftead of 
acculing the Government of Batavia, as if they 
had driven the Engliſh our. of Bantam , did 
content himſelf to ys thatirhappened through 
the ſuggeſtion and Counſel of Major Sr. Mar- 


' tin, who commanded - the Netherlandiſh 


Froups at Bantam in Chef, and that it was he 
that diſpoſed the King to pur forth the Englith 
out of Bantam , and although all he affirmed 
was without any proof, bur only grounded on 
a ConjeQure , yetthat _— is to dewondred 
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(3) 
at is, thar he would form a " Memorial 
on ſo gat and weak grounds. 

And although the Bewinthebbers were at 
that time unfurniſhed with ſuch Elucidation 
of matters as is requiſite, not yet having then 
any of their Ships rerurncd our of India, and 
what they knew im the buſineſs, was by Letters 
only ſenrin Engliſh Shipsfrom England, where 
the faid Letters wereheld up ſome time , the 
* ſeals broken and opened, and then afterward 
handed to the Correſpondent of the Netherlan- 
diſh Company at London , notwithſtanding 
they omitted not according to the knowledge 
they had attained, to give your Highneſles In- 
formations. and Anſwers to their Complaints. 
Whereupon your Pu. Highneſles having gi- 
ven an Anſwer to the ſaid Chudlie and Char- 
din (unto which the Engliſh Company in ſome 
paſſages of. their. Writing do appeal) ſoon af- 
ter with the good hking of your Pu. High- 
nefles , 2 treatic with the forenamed 
Chardin and the Netherlandiſh Companie, 
and the bufineſs was io far avanced, that on 
both ſides a final, agreement was aſſuredly ex- 
pe&ed , whereas on; a ſyddaine Mr. Chudlic 
and Sr. Jahn Chardin - pretending to have 
command and order from their King to put a 
ſtop to- the bulineſs, the forcſaid Treatiſe 
here was unexpectedly broken of , however 
was with conſent of your Pu: Highneſſes, who 
deſired nothing more then to compoſe and 
conclude , if poflible, this matter ina _ 
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ly way , continued in England , whereunts 
the Lord Ambaſſador Citters was furniſhed 
with full Order and Power both from your 
Pu. Highnefles, as alſo from the Companie 
here: but hereupon the Engliſh Hightnin 
their Demands, and as appeared afterw 
even in their reply , of which ſhall be ſpoken 
hereafter, they avoued to have other defignes, 
intending to reeſtabliſh themſelves at Bantam, 
unto which end inthe latter part of the year 
1683. they prepared a great Fleet well manned 
to effect the ſame; bur this their deſign, as 
themſelves affirm , & complain that they might 
not pur it in execution, as being hindred by 
the now deceaſed King, of happy Memorie, 
hereupon this Treatiſe was ſtopt, and no fur- 
ther 3, ay made therein unt1] at length, ic 
leaſed is ſaid Majeſty to make way for 
the proſecuting of the agreement preſcribed 
Anno 167 4. between his Majeſty and this 
State, to wit, that the differences ſhould be 
determined and compoſed by Commirries on 
both {des , who to that end according to 
the foreſaid Convention were to aflemble 
together at London, the which being alſo 
approved by your Pu. Highneſles, there was 
crecteda Tribunal Court, _— of cight 
Commurties, tour. on each part, betorewhom, 


after that the Parties on both ſides had di- 
vers times ap d about the Preliminaries 
and caſes incident, it was thought meet, that 

all things ſhould be handled in wriung , _ 
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the State of the caſe ſo written, to be made 
by Demand, Anſwer, Reply , and Duplick 
(or double Reply) even to a Triplick and 
Quadruplick , and beſides all this there were 
delivered up ſuch pieces probatory as might 
ſerve to forrific maintain the caſe on the 
ene hand, with the Confutation of the fame 
on the other hand, they of the Netherlandiſh 
Company alſo making their Demand againſt 
the Demand of the Engliſh , and delivering the 
fame over by way of reconvention or contrary 
Demand, for the traiting of four Ships, where- 
with the Netherland:ſh Companie , upon the 
carneſt Requeſt of the Engliſh Companie had 
accommodated them, amounting to thirteen 
thouſand nine hundred pound Starling. In ſo 
much that the foreſaid Peeces being delivered 
to the faid Commitries to do right therein, 
the Englſh Commiſfaries in their vote declared, 
that it was their opinion and ſentence, that 
in ſtead of all what was demanded by the En- 
gliſh Eaſt- Indie Companie (to wit, not only 
the recalling of the Netherlandiſh Troops 
out of Bantam, and the Territories thereof, 
but moreover and above to deliver up the 
Caſtle and Ciry of Bantam.) The Netherlan- 
diſh Companie was only bound, to reeftabliſh 
the ſaid Engliſh Company in Bantam, fo, and 
in ſuch wiſe as was demanded by Monſieur 
Chardin in the Hague, and to ſettle allthings 
1n ſtare as it was betore the Warr, and the 
Damages and Reconvention (or contrary De- 
mands)

mands) ſhould be reſerved. +5" 
Burt the Commitrties of this Statedeliveri 
in their Advice, cvery one of them in order FB 
underſtand and declare., that forasmuch as the 
deciſion of the eaſe, which muſt be judicially 
determined, did —_ upon the veritie of 
Fa, which the Engliſh Companie had charged 
rhe Netherlandiſh Companie with , and in 
ſpecial that the ſaid Engliſh Companic were 
by them driven ourof Bantam, of which they 
could nor produce the leaſt proof, that there- 
fore the {aid Engliſh Companic ought to have 
their Demand and Concluſion made, and ta- 
ken up againſt the Netherlandiſh Companie, 
denyed them: and the faid Englith Companie 
ro be candemned to fatisfie the Netherlandith 
Companie for the Fraighting of the four Ships 
which they demand by reconvention: by 
which , becauſe of the ceflation of voices, the 
caſe being fallen into the terms, which they 
were in according. to the convention of a= 
greement of the year 167;, muſt come into 
the hands of an Arbitrator or Compromiſla- 
rius, to the choling of whom by the foreſaid 
agreement thetime ofa Month was preſcribed: 
bur the faid Commirties for the Decifion on 
both ſides , not agreeing, for although the 
Engliſh Companie were plantif in conyention, 
yet the Engliſh Commilſaries did not propoſe 
a Super Arbitrator, {o hereby the whole caſe, 
according to an ACt paſled and ſubſcribed on 
both tides, was left in the hands of his ſaid 
= | Majeſtie 
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Majeſtic and your _— , to be deter- 
mined by you, according ro the contents of 
the forefaid Agreemtnt And this is the reaſon 
why the ſaid Mr. Skelton, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary, made the forefaid Memorial and Addreſs 
to vour Pu, Highneſles to doe juſtice in the 
caſe to the Subjes of England : W hereupon 
it muſt needs fall under Examination, whither 
the complaints which the Engliſh Company 
have, and ftill doe make of the buſinefs hap- 
pened at Bantam, be grounded on ſuch ſolid 
Reaſons, asto oblige the Nerherlandiſh Com- 
panie fo to reſettle them at Bantam, as they 
were before the War, (for more then this was 
before denyed to be due to them, by the En- 
gliſh Commiſſaries themſelves) and that with 
reparation of Dammages and Intereſts, which 
they pretendto have ſuitained by the Nether- 
a. Company. Now to make this caſe to 
appear more clearly, forasmuch, as ſince it 
was firſt preſented to your Pu. Highneſfles by 
Mr. Chudly A Envoy , and after-. 
ward more amply prefled by Sr. John Char- 
din, is now wholy altered, and quite of an« 
other face :asal{o thatthe Nethcrlaiidiſh Com. 
any hath recovred further proofs for the Con- 
tutation of what the Engliſh Company did bring 
in, and maintain , therefore it wile neceſlary 
rodive ſomewhat deeper into the matter. 

The Caſe is this, Sulthan Agon, formerly 
King of Bantam, and Father of the preſent 
King now reigning, having refelutions, both 

| in 
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in reſpe& of his age, and other conſiderations 
to dilinveſt himſeit of rhe Government, and 
lead a ſtill and private lite, he made over his 
Kingdom te his Eldeſt Son, retiring himſelf to 
Turtaſla, aplace of pleaſure, about fix miles 
from Bantam, and ſeated a mile from the Sea, 
there to ſpend the reſtdue of his dayes free 
from publick aftaires. His Son ſeated on the 
Throne, and having the Government of the 
Kingdom in his hands, forthwith ſent Ambaſſa- 
dors to Batavia (accompanied for the further 
Splendor with a train of about 3oo. perſons) 
to give notice to the Government there of his 
acceſs to the Crown, and alſo to reniew their 
ancient Alliance, ſending alſo Ambaſſadors ts 
England, where they were in ſuch manner re- 
ceived, as that thoſe of the Eaſt-Indie Com- 
pagnie bytheir Lettertothe ſaid King of Ban- 
tam in July 1682, written about two years 
after the yong King was come unto the Crown, 
ſay , that ſuch honor was given to his Am= 
baſſadors, as if they been ſent from the greas 
teſt King or Potentat of the World , adding 
in the ſaid Letter , that they did with joy un- 
derſtand , that God Almighty had vant. and 
inveſted him on the Throne of his Kingdom 
of Souroſoan, that is, the Kingdom of Ban- 
tam , with the good wil of his F ather. 

And furthermore his Majeſty of Great Brits 
tain ſent away the ſaid Ambailadors with pre« 
ſents to the young King their Maſter, accom- 
panicd with an honourable Letter to him , all 


which 
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which in the Proceſs is produced , andin which 
he is ſtiled the famous and Illuſtrious Sulthan 
Abdul Cahar Aba Naſfar King and Lord of the 
faid Kingdom of Souroſoan, that is of Ban- 
tam, adding moreover, that his Majeſty re- 
ceived the toreſaid Ambaſſadors with all due 
reſpe&, according to their Chara&er , and 
with entire afteCtion, as coming from aPrince, 
whoſe Perſon and Amitie his Majeſty declared 
to havein very _— eſteem, and unto whom, 
he judged it neceflary to ſend over his Agent or 
Envoy, furniſhed with power from his Maje- 
ſty , and order from the Engliſh Company 
for to make a ſtrickter League with the Sg 
of Bantam, which teſtimony and proffer © 
Alliance was yet further reiterated in another 
Letter, writ by the forefaid Engliſh Company 
from London the 17. July 1682. alſo produ- 
ced in the Proceſs. By all which then it ap- 
peareth undeniably unte all that are impartial; 
that the preſent King now ruling was acknow- 
ledged both by the King of Great Brittain, 
and by the Engliſh Company, -as well in En- 
= as in India, for the lawful Lord and 

ing of the whole Kingdom ot Bantam, and 
as the Succeſſor of his Father. 

Burt forasmuch as the preſent King in the 
direEtion of the affaires of the Kingdom, did 
not, as it ſeems, anſwer the expeQation of 
hisFather, nor ſatisfy the humor of manic of 
his Subje&s, there aroſe a heavie Civil War 
in the Kingdom, in which the malcontented 

cn- 
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entending to eaſt of the yoke, from their neck 
as they termed it, afterthey had alſodrawn the 
Old King to their partie , who thereupon 
ſtrengthened himſelf in Turtiafſa 7 alſo the 
King now reigning did at Bantam) at 1 
by force of armes they made themſelves Maſter 
of Bantham , and befteged the yong King in 
his Caſtle into which he was retired , enten- 
ding to bereave him both of his Throne and 
life, and to ſet up a yonger Brother in his 
place : whereupon this King apprehending no 
other way of deliverance , as having moſt 
of the great ones of his Kingdom animated 
againſt him, and the Communaltie alſo his ene- 
mues , thought it expedient for him to make 
known to the General of the Councel of 
the Netherlandiſh Companie at Batavia , his 
miſerable State , and that he not onely was to 
exſpect the los of the Crown, but alſo a moſt 
cruel death: the which he ſfignifyed, inmoſt la- 
mentable wiſe, imploring their afliſtance : but 
they not judging ir convenient in a caſe of ſuch 
importance to intrude themſelves to unadviſed- 
ly, did, before they determined any thing in 
the leaſt aboutit, conclude to interpoſe Mate 
Mediaticn bertwixt Father and Son, and to that 
endtoſend Ambaſſadors with letters tending to 
that purpoſe : But the Father ina moſt diſdaing= 
ful manner rejeCting the ſame, without yourk- 
Gafing to return any anſwer atall tro the Govern 
ment of Batavia or their Commitries, the ſaid 
Goyerament did at laſt reſfoluc, ſecing _ CON» 
ition 
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ditionof the Son tending to ruin , as beeing 
forſakenalmoſt by all, to afliſt him againſt the 
Rebels , and if poſſible to deliver him out of 
the miſcrable eſtate into which he was brought, 
which alſo they did with ſuch ſuccefle, that 
notwithſtanding the ſtrong oppoſition of the 
Enemie, we Landed our forces , rayſed the 
fiege of the Caſtle in which the King was, 
and ſethim again upon his Throne, who theres 
uppon both ro demonſtrate how gratly he was 
ofitnded with the Engliſh , who had aſſiſted 
his enemies, as alſo to provide for his own ſe- 
curitie for the future , did withoutany inſtiga- 
tion of the Netherlandith Companie, command 
them to leave his countric and to depart elſe 
where with their Goods. This then beeing a 
true Narration of what paſlcd in theſe affaires, 
theſe conſiderable things do preſent themſel- 
ves to conlideration. 

Firſt, that the Old King having made over 
his Kingdom to hiseldeſt Son , he therely be- 
came lawful King by his Fathers tranſport, and 
was acknowleged ſo to be, by the King of 
Great Brittain , and by them of the Engliſh 
Eaſt-Indie Companie. 

Secondly , that he therely being lawful 
King , his ſubjects in taking up arms agaynſt 
him, were Rebels. 

. Thirdlie, that according to the Law ofna- 
ture and af nations , it is not onely permitted, 
to be affiſtant unto a King , that is opprefled 
by his ſubje&ts , but that ſuch aſliſtanceis ap- 
proe ' 
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prouvable and a Work of Charity and Love. 

Fourthly , thar it 1s contrary to the Rule of 
Juſtice, to aſcribe the evil Conſequences of a 
lawful and worthie Act, unto him that is the 
Author of the ſaid Act, and not of the con- 
ſequences. 

Fitthly, that it is altogether againſt reaſon 
ro impure the Chaſing of the English our of 
Bantamunto them of the Government ot Ba- 
tavia, and to their auxiliarie Forces, becauſe 
it is manifeſt, that the departure of the Engliſh 
out of Bantam was nota neceſſary, but an ac 
cidental Conſequence , the King not cauſing 
them to depart becauſe he was victorious (for 
he had ſuffered them to live there from the tima 
hecameto the Crown until the Warr, to war, 
during the two years of his Reign) bur only 
becanic he was certain they had aſfiited his Re- 
bels, beſides many other ſuſpitions he might 
juſtly have taken up againſt rhem. 

Bur againſt this, they of the Englith Com- 
pany doe alledge, and depoſe for a real truth, 
that they of Batavia had raiſed and fomented 
the quarrels between the Old and the Young 
King of Bantam. 

That two yeares before the Warr began they 
had had ſecret Negotiations with Pangeran 
Diepa Panerat, one of the Principal Miniſters 
of the young King, to bring about this their 


— 

hat they afcerward having got this King ir- 

to their ſnares, and moſt perfidouſly brought 
him 
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him under their yoke, forthwith torced him to 
drive out the Engliſh. 

And to make the Miniſters of the Nether- 
landich Company yet the more ſuſpefted and 
ſtincking to all the world, they undertook in 
the beginning of the year 168 3. to repreſent 
unto / 6 King of Great Brittain that the fore- 
ſaid Major St. Martin who commanded over 
the forces of the Netherlandiſh Company ar 
Bantam in Chet had commuted very many 
Enormities againſt the Factors, People and 
the Effects ot the Engliſh Company at Ban- 
tam, ſo farr that they diſpoſſeſled, and drave 
them out of their place of reſidence : Bur in 
ſtead that the Erglich Company oughtto have 
proved the Fafts which are eſſential to the thing, 
in caſe they herein aimed to triumph, they doe 
not in the whole product which they made in 
the Proceſs theteof, ſo much as alledge the 
leaſt appearance cither directly or indirectly , no 
not ſo much as conlequentially might ſerve 
tor the verifying of the Enormities of ſuch 
Facts. 

And although the Netherlandiſh Compa- 
ny might ſtand upon the Negative, which is 
not] neceſſary, nay many times poſlible to be 
proved, fave only indirectly (tor no man can 
in adirect manner prove that which 15 not) ne« 
vertheleſs to manifeſt clearly that they of the 
Government of Batavia are altogether blame- 
leſs, let us onely conſider the moral impoſlibi- 
lity of the forctaid Fact, viz. that the Gover- 
nors 
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nors of Batavia ſhould have raiſed and fomen- 
ted the queſtions and difterences between the 
Father and the Son, as alſo the notorious falſe- 
hood of the ſecond Fact, namely, that the 
ſaid Government ſhould. have forced the King 
to cauſe the Engliſh to depart out of Bans 
tam. 

W hat concerys the firſt, its known to the 
world, that for a long time, there had been 
no good intelligence between the Old King and 
the Government of Batavia , no not ſo much 
as tothe leaſt Correſpondence, for the latter fin- 
ding themſelves much affronted and injured, in- 
ſomuch that at laſt they took up Arms againſt 
each other, the Warr not ending until the Son 
came to the Crown, ſo that they conld nor 
{tirr up the Son againſt the Father, muchleſs 
foment their quarrel. 

And what follie would it have been for them 
of Batavia, to animate the Fatherto Warr a- 
oainſt the Son, foraſmuch as they lived with the 
Son 1n amitie, and as good Neighbors, not ha- 
ving any reaſon in the leaſt ro complain of his 
Government and conduct towards them , 
whereas on the contrary if the Father had gor 
the upperhand they ſhould have been in afarr 
wors condition, and attracted a nicu Enenue a- 
oainſt themſelves. 

And thart they ſhould have ſtirred up the Son 
againſt the Father, and encouraged him to 

arr, cannot be imagined by any that arein 
their right ſenſes, partly becauſe there by they 
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could not expeQ any profit oradvantage ,: or if 
they had, it would have been mixt with an un- 
certaintie as to the event, and again the Son 
would then have endeavoured to have been a- 
forchand and the firlt aggreſior, whereas on 
the cvatrary it was the Father, who thereby got 
ſo great advantage over the Son, burning and 
rumnating the City , and keeping his faid Son 
beſieged 1n his own Caſtle, fo that, had it not 
been for the intervention and {uccours of them 
0! Batavia, the Father certainly would have 
triumphed overthe Son : and put the caſe the 
\W arr had ended according to the intention and 
a.vantage of- the Son, what more could he 
have expected thereby , who already fate on 
the Throne, and could be no greater then he 
was, woulJ the Son have liſtned to ſuch coun- 
ſel, and engaged in a Warr againſt his Father, 
whoſe Intere(t conſiſted in governing his 
Kingdom in peace? And doth itnot hence tol- 
low, that ail theſe troubles did ariſe from 
them who breathed after nothing more then 
charge? Who not being able or- willing to 
ſub:1r ro rhe Government of the young King, 
revolced againit him, with intcntionto thrutt 
him from his Throne, and to ſer up another 
more {uitable rotheirliking and humor ? Which 
their defign alſo ſo farr ſucceeded, that the 
you"g ing was brought to the point of looſing 
his Crown and Life. 
Cuull the Government of Bantam at the 
begianng have with any reaſon imagined, that 
the 
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the young King ſhould finally have got the 
upperhand over his Enemies and Rebells? or 
that the Englith ſhould have intermedled with 
that Warr, and would have aſtilted the Rebells 
againit their own Prince, whom themſelves 
owned as lawful King (ot which hereatrer ſhall 
be more largely ſpoken) and he thereupon 
ſhould have thrutt the Englth out of his King- 
dom ? 

Would they have ſtirred up the Son againſt 
the Father, attcr that the Son by ſo many la- 
mentable Letters had implored their aſſtiftance, 
and let it come to that extremity, that incaſe 
they had delayed bur one day longer, he mult 
havegiven himſelt over to his Redels, and un- 
dergon a cruel death ? 

In cafe the Rebels (before it was dehvered 
by the Netherlandith forces) had taken the 
Caſtle, and murthered the King , could they 
have hindred, that eitherthe old King or one 
of his younger Sons {ſhould have obrained the 
Crown , and fo managed the aftaires of his 
Kingdom, as to take vengeance of thenr, 
that had oppoſed themfelves againſt his de- 
figns. 

And if fo be in caſes of ſuch nature place 
may be given to conjectures and preſumprions, 
is itnot moſt probable, that the Englith them 
{elves have done that very thing, which they 
falfly impute tothe Netherlandith Company ? 

They Publiſh for a certain Truth, that the 
young King, while the Father a$yet governd 
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the Kingdom , aflaſſinated their Agent and 
Commules , and that healwayes carried himſelf ! 
az an Enemy to them , whereas on the contrary 
the Government of the Father was moſt grate- 
ful unto them. 

Doth it then ſeem to be ſuch an ungrounded Þ 
przſ{umption, that they (partly to revenge 
themſelves of that Maſſacre, of which the King Þ 
of Great Brittain in his Letter to the now 
King of Bantam declareth himſelf fo ſenſible) Þ 
and partly thatit was much for their Intereſt, | 
that the Son might be puld down from the 
Throne and put todeath, and that the Father 
or another Brother were ſet up; they ſhould 
labour to kindle the fireand foment this Warr ? 
Eſpecially hereunto concurring that they were 
ſo ſoon readie to join their forces to the al- 
fiſtance of the Father , without which the 
Father could not have obtained thoſe advan- 
tages, nor the Son been brought to ſuch a 
Laborinth. 9; 

Alſo it will clearly appear, that all the 
miſchief which is come to & Englith Compa- 
nicin this buſineſt, is wholy from the bad ma- 
nagement of afftaires by their own Men and Mis 
aiſſers in Bantam ? 

For the King of Great Brittain and the En- | 
gliſh Companie acknowledge the young King 
tor the alone King and Soverain. 

But their Miniſters declare him to be an U- 
{urperanda Rebel of the Father. . 

Their Maſters endeayour to eſtabliſh a ſetled | 
peace with him, They 
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They ſer themſelves formally againſt him as 
their Enemie. 

Their Matters Endeavour to ablige the Son 
by all means pothible, and fend grear quanritic 
of all manner of Ammunition of Warr to 
him. 

They do not only diſoblige him in all things, 


© but even afliſt his Enemics with the provifion 
# ſcntto his aſſiſtance. 


Their Maſters in their fore-mentioned Let> 
ter, pray that God the Creator of Heaven and 
Earth, would bleſs and proſper him. | 

They endeavour to bereave him of his 
Throne , and make him the moſt miſerable ot 
men. 

So that having by theſe unrighrteouſs courles 
brought upon themſelves ro be driven out of 
Bantam, they now known not how to excule 
the marter. 

And being diſappointed in their deſign, as 
fallen into the pit they digged for others, they 
are at their wits End and know not what to 
doc, fome bodie muſt be found out upon whom 
to lay the blame, and the next that comes to 
hand is the Netherlandiſh Companie , Hic mihs 
tHrbat aquas. 

But had they fate fill, or had (as they would 
make the world believe) kept themſelves neu- 
tral, according to the will and footſteps of 
their Maſters, or had they in ſtead of helping 
the Old, aflifted the young King, theſe difh- 
culties nor queſtions had never happened. 
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And kow can the English with any ſhew of © 


reaſon ditpure or call in queſtion the Soverainty 
of the young Kang, ſeeing itis a known caſe, 
that the ſending and admitting of Ambaſſadors 
and Agents , together with the making of 
Treatics and Alliances, are true tokens of a 


Soveraign power, and theretoreall ſuch as ad- Þ 


q 
Ly 


mit and receive Ambaſhes ,do thereby acknow- | 


ledge the Soyerainity of them thar ſend the 
ſame, which is alſo turther owned by proffters 
of Alliances and Leagues, which cannot be 
erected but between Soveraigns. 

Now asto the ſecond Fact ; to wit, that after 
the Netherlandish Company had got theyoung 
into their ſnares and perfidiouſly brought him 
under their yoke , they then ſhould have forced 
himrto the expulſion of the Engliſh, This we 
have before maniteſted to be a falſe fiction: 
For firit they ought notina caſe of ſo great 
weight and rendency make fuch odious and 
malitious poſitions , except they had clear and 
convincing proots at hand : There isnot any 
one of the Witneſſes, which the Engliſh 
Companie -have produced, that mentions a 
word thereot , or that ſpeakcs of ſnares in- 
to which they of Batavia cauſed the young King 
to fall, or of any yoke under which, againit 
all fidelity, they had brought him. 

It is true, they produce in the Proceſs one 
Mr. Waite, ſpeaking of the departure of the 
Engliſh by order ot the King, who relates 
onely of an hard 'conteſt berween the ſaid 
| King 
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King and Major Sr. Martin, before that or- 
der of cauſing them to'depart, could be ob- 
rained from him; but being, faith he, alto- 
gether under the power of the Hollanders, 


# he was neceſhtated thereunto, but beſides 


what might be alledged to weaken this afſſer- 


& tion, he confeſlerh, that what he witneſſeth 


thereof is not of his own knowledge , bur 
that he believeth itto be true upon the cre- 
dit of perſons of worth, which of it felt is 
enough to reject the ſame, as alſo it is verv 
obſervable what on this ſubject the foreſaid 
Sr. Martin and others with him doe declare: 
to wit, that the Conteſt was not to diſpoſe 
the King to the ejection of the Engliſh, 
but to rurn away the wrath and indignation 
of the King (which becauſe of their afh- 
ſtance of his Father and the Rebels , he had 
raken up againit them )and thereby to deliver 
them trom the loſs of all their Goods yea lite 
it ſelf, as out of revenge he had determined 
againtt them, which alſo was fo taken and 
acxnowledged by the Engliſh Compagny at 
Bantam, when by their Agent they returned 
thanks unto the Miniſters of the Netherlans 
dith Companie for their protexion. Bur ſup- 
pole the King had not been fo incenſed a- 
gainit them, as hath been ſaid, and that he 
had not had defign ar all to be avenged on 
them, yet the mere conſideration of his ſe- 


curity might have moved him to their ejection, . 


as beeing aſſured they aſſiſted his Rebels, and 
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in apprehenſion , that they as wel verſed in 
warkely aftaires might from England or Elfe- 
where reenforce themſelves with thips and Sol- 
diers , belides the Perillous neighbourhood 
of their warchouſe to his Caſtle , his Father 
laying ronnd about Bantam with hisarmie, and 
keeping 1t yet for ſom moneths beſieged, and 
he as yet by his auxiliarie forces having onely 
the ſea open , might it he were not veric 
circumſpe&, bee again tuddenly aſſaulted, or 
atleaſt, the Englith remayning in Bantam. by 
{ſpying all opportunities , make diſcoveries to 
theenemies , fo asin way of providence it was 
requiſite for him.to do what he did. . 

IFthe Letters, (broughtinthe Proceſle) be 
reviewed , it wil appear, whither it be true, as 
is unpured tothem , that they of their own mo- 
tion did {end {uccoursto the {aid King, yea fo as 
thereby ( if their molt injurious aſperſion were 
true ) to get him into their Rlutches or on the 
contraric,that is was don at theGreat and inſtant 
entreaties of the young King,atcer that al wayes 
oft reconciliation had in vain bin attempred. 

Bur toraſmuch as this afhiſtance and {uccour 
is thus averflic and after fo odtous a manner des 
claimed, it wil be neceſlaire to relate the ſame 
{ſomewhat more tully , and more clearly to dif 
cover the occalionand progreile thereot. 

After the Rulers of Batavia had ripely conſul- 
ted abour the conſtitution of rhe ahem of the 
_ King , they thought meet, as alſo hath 

efore bin {pecified; ro profter their ſervice of 
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Mediation, between the Father and the Son, tc 
whichend they wrote two Letters in civil and 
obliging termes, teſtitying their purpoſe and af- 
fe&tion ina way of frindihip to accommodate 
and lay by their queſtionsand differences, and 
with that Intention ſent thir Plenepotentiaries 
with Letters , the one tothe Father, and the 
other to the Son ina Ship prepared to that end, 
after that ſom dayes betore by m_— advance 
they had allo ſent three other Ships,but confide- 
ring thoſe Pleniporentiaries went unto a place 
where the parties on both ſides were in armes, 
and not being certain whither they might meer 
with friends or enemies, they thertore judged 
themſelves obliged to put them into a polture of 
defence, furniſhing them with weapons in caſe 
of neceſſitie tomake reſiitance to ſueh , as for- 

etting the right of nations. (eſpecially in that 
confuled {tate of things ) and the reſpect thar 
ought to be given ro publick Perſons, mighr 
pothiblie attempt to lay hold on and injuric 
them, and this 1s that fleet of Ships and Barcks 
which 1n theſe and other of their writings they 
ſo much enhance and make a ſtirabour, as ſent 
to Bantam to land our Troupes therc. 

Our torefayd Plenepotentiaries having way- 
ted ſome time tor anan{wer from the old King, 
receivednone, andnot knowing what properly 
the intention of theſe men mighr as'beto them, 
ſents good troop ofmen , to inform themſelves 
more exactly of the State ofthings : butbeing 
4 little advanced, they met ſome Europeans, 
who

who by an Engliſh Man enquired of them, 
wheretore they came to intermeddle with the 
differences of the two Kings ? whereuppon 
being anſwered, that they came as friends to 
procure a peace berween the Father and the 
Son , they ſoon perceyved the defign they had 
formed agaynit them, tor torthwith they taw a 
great troop of men gathered together , ma- 
king readie ſome fire Ships and other veſſels fir- 
red tor warre, making a thewasit they would 
fat foule with us, who verilie were to few in 
number to have thoughts to attempt any thing 
agaynit ſo powrtul an enemie , who ſeemed ro 
come agaynft them, which alſo they did and 
came to the deed it felt, thooring at us, and with 
their Canons, which were Managed by the En- 
glith,they much endammaged our Ships, where- 
by they perceived , that they not onely, did not 
accepr of our Mediation , bur alto that they 
treated us as enemies : upon which they of Ba- 
22via ſoon retolved by force of arms to deliver 
the young King out of this Miſerie and the 
Þrinke of death, and to this end to ſend a ſufh- 
tient power of Ships and Mento this affiftance, 
whichalio had that ſucceſle, as betore 1s men- 
roned. 

The affiftance which the Englith gave to the 
old King , wheredy the ditplcaſure and wrath 
or the young King was ſo kindled agaynit 
chem, evenro their cjection out of his country, 
is ſonotoriously known tothe world, rthatbe- 
ades the proofs which the Netherlandish Com- 
pane

Panic have alrcadie alledged , they yet further 
Could bring hundreds of convincing teſtimo- 
nies , bur let onely rhe letters of the young 
King which he ſent trom his beſieged caltle ro 
them of Batavia be produced, and you shal hear 
him complayning in theſe formal words. 

HW hat reaſon hath the English Captain to help to 
shoot at me, without once laying to hart that he 1s 
reſident in my Land and Zea, this is yet worſe that 
er. Boyer (one of the Englich «Marchants at 
Bantam ) cauſes my houſe to be hot at , not once 
thinking, that 1 defired the King of England that 
he might be Captaine in the English Lodge : Tre- 
gueſt of Capitain Moor Speelman , that he wil 
warn the Engliih nat to com on shoregto shoot at m 
bouſe , aud aſſiſt mine enemie alſo with powder, 
forasmuch as he hath his reſidence in my Land, but 
not im the Land of Sultan Agon ( the old King) 
as alſo to perſwade them not to follow mine enemie, 
ſeerng they drink my water and dwe! inmy Land, 
and that they cloſe no more with Sultan Agon, if 
Captain Moor have love for me , let him be pleaſed 
forceably to Inſinuate this unto the Englich, that 
above all things they shoot not at my houſe, nor 
betake themſelves to Land. 

The whichalio 1a a tollowing Letter to the 
Major St. Martin he turther confirmed. 

Bclide the faid King did atterward make often 
Complaints to the whole World, that the En- 
glith had givenall afſi!tance ro hisenemies : yea 
one ot the Engliſh tzemlelves, relates ina cer- 
tain book pruiated at Londen, 1n which he 
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gives an account of whar paſſed at Bantam du- 
ring the watrre, and of which he was eye-wit. 
neſle, viz. that they of the Engliſh nation had 
furniſhed the oldK ing with molt of all theAm- 
munition he had , and withal, that they uſed 
all means poſſible to encourage and encenſe the 
Javans againſt the Dutch: and thereupon he cone 
cludes , that they (to witthe Engliſh) hadno 
_ muchto rely upon the trienthip of rhe 
Netherlanders,in caſe they once came to ſet foot 
on land : Not withſtanding they are not aſha- 
med todenyal this, vea in the Memorial deli- 
vered bv Mr. Chardin ( while he was here} and 
ſeconded and further confirmed by a certain 
Memorial, which the Engliſh Companie, to- 
gether with their demands , delivered over to 
the Commullaries, who were to decide on both 
ſides , namely, that the Engliſh inall this while, 
had kepr themſelves altogether neutral between 
the ſaid oppoſing parties, and conclude from 
thence, thar the King had not out of his motion 
cauſed them to depart, but thro the Inſtigation 
of the Major St. Martin (athing moſt notori- 
ous falſe) as at the beginning they clamoured 
and publithed ro the whole world , namely thar 
we drave them out with force, after a mot 
barbarous and unheard of manner. 

So then itappeares on both fides that their de- 
parture was cauſed by the Kings order , who 
only hath powr of Command 1n his country , 
and whoſe command they were bound to obey : 
Burtit isdenyed, and there 1s reaſon to proteſt 

againſt 
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againſt Injurie don us, as if we had bin the effe. 
Cters of the fame. Ought not then the Engliſh 
to prove that tact ?undoubtedly yea z bur have 
they any proof thereof ? certainly non at al. Can 
the Engliſh Satisfy with this, that in ſtead of 
proof they onely produce obſcure, ſuſpicious 
diſcourtes to which no credit wil be given, ſave 
only by ſuch asare przoccupied, andreadie to 
take , whatever may ſerve to fteedand ftreng 
thenan anticipated humour. 

They remontſtrate, that in acertain hearing, 
which the King of Bantam granted them toon 
after the obtained ViEtorie ; they could not per- 
ceive the leaſt diſtemper, or Indignation, bur 
thar indeed there were ſome hot words paſſed 
berween the King and Sr. Martin : But, I pray, 
is thisa proof to convinceasto acrime, cſpe- 
cially ot ſuch nature as this? We neither may 
nor can rely upon the geſture and countenance 
of any, muchleſs .of aKing, eſpecially of an 
Indian Prince , who feeks to keep in his wrath 
and indignation, and to take his beſt opportu- 
nity toavenge himſelt:Is there any one that ever 
heard that Major Sr. Martin inſtigated the King 
to chaſe theEnglish?ls thereany thing produced 
in the leaſt tending thereto? Certainly nothing: 
on the contrarie the ſaid Sr. Martin as a Man 
of honor,a Gentleman of qualitie,and ſurpaſſing | 
modeſtie, wiſdom and learning, wholie takes 
of all ſiniſter ſuſpition, in proteſting that the 
intercourſe with the King was entended ro 
no otherend, then to divert and take of the 
King 
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King from the deſign he had to deſtroy all the 
Engliſh, and ſhould he nottodoe fo, have had 
much morereaſon, then, as the Engliſh Com- 

anie in their Demand given in againſt the 
Netherlandith Companie, and more amply in 
their Reply doe aſſert, that he ſome yearsbe- 
fore had cauſed the Agent of the English Com« 
panie tobe murthered, together with their Co- 
miſes, of which they atrerwards made ſuch 
heavie complaints , yet nothing followed there+ 
upon: Is1t then tobe wondred at, that he was 
{o greatly incenſed becauſe of this their ation, 
that except he had forceablic bin diſwaded by 
Sr. Martin, he had cauſed them all tobe flain? 
They endeavouralſo to make the Netherlandiſh 
Companie or their Miniſters ſuſpected to have 
an hand, |;kewiſe in this Action, bur they are ne- 
ccſhitated to proteſt againit this outragious in- 
Jjurie and Calumme, They who at the ſame 
time were fo highly ont of favour with the old 
King then reigning, would certainly he far 
trom having an hand in ſo horrible a Murther, 
by which they could not in any reſpect be ad- 
vantaged: It that William Kaef the Nether- 
landith Refident at Bantam, when the O1d 
King overthrew and taccaged the Citie, was 
tain tor to efcape maſſacring, to retire to Ba- 
tavia leaving all the Goods and Effe&ts of the 
Netherlandith Compagme jn their Lodge, 
which undoubtedly was by ſome Engluh, 
though perhaps without the knowledge of 
their Maiters in part ſtolen: ſhould not then 
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the Engliſh, had they not in that furie been pro- 
rected by the Netherlandish forces, have been 
in far greater danger? \V ould there have binany 
appearance tor any of them to have eſcaped with 
their lives? And neverthelels according to 
their ſaying, It is the Dutch that cauledall theſe 
Troubles and Mitchicts to befal them. Burrhe 
Englith were not then of that opinion, nor 
uſed fuch kind of Language , when they came 
ſo folemaly ro declare their rhank fulnels to 
the Dutch, for their good will and protection 
they had thewed to them. 

But how little the Englith Companies doti 
agree with it felt, and how often they are Out 
and in 1n their writings, doth hereby appea 
that in what they have depoſed by torm ot TY 
mand, themlelvecs fay, thar their Agent and the 
Councel theday after the raiſing or tas Siege, 
were with the King in his Cattle, ro take of 
and appeaſe ,» it pothiDle , rhe Chagrin and 
wrath of the King fo hot againlt them, and 
that chey then tound him by farlets inceatied 
then the Hollanders taid he was : Farthermore 
1m their fad Memorial, which they deivered 
over,together with theforeſ ud prerenccs, and to 
which by the forelaid Demand they a. here, they 
fay , that the ſameday they were infroduced to 
the King, who laid before them many accuſa- 
tions, not ſo much as permitting them to fpeas 
« word tor. their defence. 

It followeth then, that whereas they ſaid, 
when they were brought in before him , they 
C C{ »wuld 
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could not in the leait perceive in his poſture 
or viſage any token of indignation, 1s a pure un- 
truth. 

But yet further to convince the Engliſh 
Company of the talſchood of whar they im+ 
pure to the Netherlandith Companie, and that 
afrer {o odious a manner, it is only needtul to 
look over the Anſwer of the Netherlandish 
Companie ro the cemplaints brought in by 
Mr. Chudley and Sr. John Chardin, in May 
1683. whereby the fame doth teitific a tuper- 
abounding affection and periect readineſs to 
contribute to all meanes and wayes of reeſta- 
blithing of the English Company there , by em- 
ploying their Credit and Authoritie with the 
preſent King, as alſo to reconcile the rwo 
contending parties , according to a Medium 
therein propoſed, and fo conſequently to re- 
cal our 'Troups out of the Kingdom of Ban- 
ram. 

Now it can eahily be conceived, they would 
not have done all this, in cafe that by their 
meanes that Warr had been raited, or that they 
had had an hand in the chafing of the En- 
glish, or hadcauled the ſame, muchleſs if it 
had been true , as 1s malitiouſly imputed to 
them, thartor many yeares ſince they had plot- 
ted, for to draw, and by that meanes to 
engroile the whole Pepper-Trade unto them- 
{elves , and thar as they affirm, to the inefti- 
mable dammiage of the English Compagnie, 
of which thall be further ſpoken hereatter. 

And 
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And ſeeing then it is-a falſe Fiction, that the 
Dutch Companie ſhould have driven the En- 
glich our of Bantam , although perhaps ir 
might have been (which nevertheleſs was ne- 
ver dire&ly nor indirectly attempted) that by 
ſuggeſtion they might have. ſomewhat contr1- 
bured thercunto; yer hereby alſo their preten= 
ded action of dammage and reparation doth 
fall of it (elf, 

Bur thar of which alſo, they have made an 
hideous cry and tintamar, by an exprets com- 
platnt in their foreſaid Memorial,which in May 
1683. they preſented ro your Puifl, Highneſles, 
and which they more tully dilated afterward , 
is firſt, that the day after the deliverance of 
theKing, one James de Roy, Lieutenant of 
the Companie of Major St. Martin, ſhould 
have taken down the Flag named the Banner 
of St. George, planted upon the Houſe of 
one Captain John Fiſher, that the ſaid Fiſher 
thereupon making haſte ro his Houſe found 
the ſaid de Roy with a part of the Flag in his 
hand, having tornthe reſt, and given 1t to his 
Souldiers to make Scarts of. 

Againthe ſaid Souldiers bad drunk out part 
of the Drinking-wares, and taken away the re- 
mainder rogether with his houshold-1{tuff, and 
withall evilly entreated him , and placcd tome 
black Moores 1n his houle. 

Thirdly , that fivedayes after the departure 
of the English from Bantam, our Souldiers 
came into the. Houſe of rhe English CE 
2 an 
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and had ſent ſome Moores (of their Servants) 
to fetch of the Pavillion that was diſplaid on 
their Lodge. 

Now 1ſuppole allthis to bea true ſtorie, and 
might thereupon give credit at the depoſition 
of one man only, to wit, the toreſaid Caprain 
Fiſher, and that alſo in his own cale, for ftur- 
ther Witneſſes are not brought tor proof of 
this Fact, yer it is conl1derable the Actor hier- 
of was 1n {ervice of the King, andnor as is ve- 
ry abuſavely ſaid, the Lieutenanr of Major Sr, 
Martin , and conſequently rhe Souldiers were 
Bantamers : and it 1s worthie of ov{crvation, 
foraſmuch as this Jaques de Roy 1s 1o otscn 
brought upon the Stage, that he is a perſon, 
who itomewhilc before rhe Warr, was retired 
from Batavia to Bantam, forto ſhun his Cre« 
ditors , whom the young King took into his 
ſervice, who had in and during the Warr fg- 
nal;zed himſelt by ſpecial tervices "Wherefore 
alio he was highly eſteemed by the faid King, 
though himſelt were a man of little worth. 

Again, although the toreſaid firſt Flag (for 
there is mention made of rwo) might have 
been the Banner of Sr. Gerge, yet could it nor 
bring any reſpect toa private Houſe, and there- 
by to be freed from the diſorders that in time 
of Warr are incident, more then to any other 
Houſe,X what concerns the Banner & ule made 
thereos, is that a thing tocauſc ſomuch diſtur- 
bance, that a Caprain of the King ſhould with 
his Souldiers take down from a private Houſe 
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the English Flag, after that the King and the 
whole Nation lookt on him as an Enemie of 
his Perſon and of the State? 

What concerns the ſecond part, although 
the relation rhereof might perhaps be accord- 
ing to trueth, which neyertheleſs is doubted 
of, and cannot be prooved , it doth nor touch 
the Dutch Companie, yea though it had been 
don by their Men : but muſtbe imputed to the 
diforders in War. 

Asto the third point, if the recital thereof 
be according to trueth , andthar they ſent ſome 
of their black Servants to take down the Ban- 
ner, which notwithſtanding is nothing bur a 
report and recital of ſome Chineſes, this doth 
nothing tothe charging of the Netherlandish 
Companie, the ſaid Chineſes might be de- 
manded, how they came to know thoſe Moores 
were Servants of the Dutch Souldiers and 
not of the King, as is much more probable, 
teeing 1t ſhould be an unuſual thing, ar leaſt 
unheard of among us, that ſimple Souldiers 
Should have Moores to thetrServants: butpo- 
fito that the Dutch Souldiers mighr have been 
Executors of the Kings Order therein: the 
Kings Right is incontettable,and he might take 
away the Pavillion of the English, atter that 
he had banished them ont of his Countrie, yea 
though the Souldiers had don it without the 
Order of the King, which is not likely, yet 
had it been nothing elſe then a Militaric Inſo- 
lence, which alſo muſt beaſcribed to the dif- 
C 3 orders. 
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orders of War, where the Lawesof Modeſty 
and Deceneie are ſeldom regarded, - and there- 
fore without -1njuſtice cannot be imputed to 
them, wha in the time of the War at Bantam 
didrepreſent the Government of Batavia, who 
never were behinde hand , in that refpe& 
which they ow to Crowned Heads; but whar 
need is 4t to have recours to conjectures, where- 
as by a certain produced depofition it is appa- 
rent, that 1t was the King himſelt who coms 
manded the Flag to be taken down from the 
English Lodge: and what is ſaid of the Dutch 
Flags which after the Victorie were planted 
upon the Cattle and in otherparts of the City, 
deſerves no Anſwer, fince its a known thin 
that we never pretended any territorial Right 
in Bantam, muchleſs pur the ſame in execu- 
tion: bur however the ſaid Flags ſerved to no 
other purpoſe, then to make it known to the 
Dutch Troupes, who after the raiſing of the 
Siege, were poſted in the principal places of 
the City according to the uſual practiſe every 
where in like occaſions. The Flag upon the 
Caſtle was ſet up by order of the King to ſhew 
honor to the Dutch, however placed under the 
Flag of the King. 

Beſides they of the Engliſh Company. com- 
plain , that theday after the raiſing of the ſiege, 
the Dutch Reſident Kaeff with a Troop of 
Souldiers and ſome Maſons came intothe En- 
gliſh Lodge, and ordered the Engliſh Agent 
torthwuth to take away the Galeries, and to 
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naile upthe Windowe: And that thereupon a 
Dutch Renegate, who was in his Company, 
began preſently ro threaten him, that it the 
English did not, he himſelf would do it, which. 
allo, as they ſay , hereally did. 

This ſeemeth to be an outragiousact don to 
the English : but if we look into the nature of 
the thing, it will be found to be a meer tritel, 
which they ought to be athamed to urge in this 
manner : | 

The Hiftorie is this : Becauſe the Dutch 
Companie would not be troubleſom to any, 
they choſe their own Lodge at Bantam for their 
Magaſin of Arms, and other proviſions. Now 
the Wall of their ſaid Lodge touching part 
of the Engliſh Compagnies dwelling Houſe, 
and in that ſaid Wall they tormerly had had no 
other opening beſide a caſement: Somewhile af- 
ter the English by permiſſion of the Old King, 
who let ſlipno opportunirie to affront & molett 
them , made great wide windows, to openand 
ſhut, and beltides that a Gallirie alſo which 
hanging four or five foot over the ground of 
the Hollanders Lodge,gavethe Engliſh oppor- 
tunity to hear and iceall what ever the Dutch 
did : The young King conſidering that our ſaid 
Lodge intime ot Warr, was like tobe the great 
Magaſin , thought ir requiſite to prevent ſuch 
dangerous conlequencesas might be occaſioned 
by overtures, being overa place of the Houſe, 
where the Powder and other Ammonitions of 
Warr did lay , and out orthrough which win. 
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dowes or overtures inthe wall, theEnglish ar 
all times might com upon that place, at thei 

leaſure : and knowing the English would not 
icale up thoſe Windowes, nor {ufter the Galli- 
ries to be taken away , hethereupon ſent his (er- 
vants with a Dutch Renegado, to caule it to 
be don ; and 1t may perhaps be true, that the 
Reſident Facft was ar that timeprelent, forat- 
much as it was don 1n the ſaid Lodge of the 

2utch Companie, where a&cording to his Office 
he was to take care of the Magalin. 

VWhartevil can hercin be1mpute( to the corn. 
pP2nie,and what accuſetion canthe Englith frame 
ſrom this? Athing which way ſoever they take 
Ir, was carried on by the authoritieot the King, 
and according to their ſaying executed by aRe. 
negado, the verie naming of whom thews, that 
he wasnort inſervice nor under the Oath of the 
Netherlanciih Compamie. 

And what belides this they lay to the Charge 
of the durch Compame, 15, tirſt that they thould 
h:ve taken from the Engltsh their horſes, and 
{om other things, and have eonſtrayned them to 
rake outthe Powder that was in then Ships and 
to bring it a ſhore. 

Secondly, that what they, atthe command 
of the King to depart, m al haſte had Jadenin 
their boats ro bring aboard their Ships, in which 
neytherthe people ofthe Countrie, nor the Sol- 
diers did any wayes hinder them , bur paſſing by 
the Engliſh Chalops which kept the watch ar 
ſea, they were by them arreited , under pres 
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tence, they had orderto ſuffer nothing tobe car- 
ried aboard the Englith Ships , and in caſe they 
perſiſted ro do it they ſhould be ſhot atyby which 
they ſhould have bin neceſſitated to return to 
Land withrtheir Boats. 
Thirdly that they complayning' of ſuch vio- 
lence to Major St. Martin, he ina jeſting way 
ſhould anſwer, that al was don by order from 
the King, whereas no man onLand, Soldieror 
others had a hand in thoſe Violences, but all was 
Jon by our Soldiers onely. 

Forthly, that the Chiet of the French requ- 
ring of the King reſtitution of four Chiſts with 
Silver which was taken from him , the King 
:hould anſwer in the preſence of the Dutch 
Commiflarie , that he knew nothing thereof , 
and that he would do no injurie neither to them, 
nor t9 the Englith , Danes , or other. Stran- 
gerstrafficking in his Countrie , and in caſe any 
wrong had bin don unto him, ſincethe Hollan- 
ders had fer foot on Land, that he muſt require 
reparation from the Duth Commaiſlarie, or the 
General at Batavia. 

Fiftly, tharatthe laſt inſtance made, to cauſe 
the Engliſh toquit Bantam, being , as they ſay, 
the day before their departure , our Soldiers 
came into the Englith Lodge, robbed the Cham. 


- bers, and took away all they tound there; where- 


upon the people of the country ( ſofar werethey 
from doing them the leaſt wrong) permitted 
them to ſeal up their Magaſin and undertook 
to keep it ſafe tor them. 
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What Concerns the firſt point , forasmuch 
as theydonot onely not.ſfay , much leſle prove, 
that our men ſhould have taken the hories and 
and other goods from the Engliſh, northat they 
ſhould have conſtrained them to fetch their 
powder out their Ships, therefore the Nerher- 
landith Companie wil paſle that by , as a thing 
which doth not concern them , and of which 
they are wholy diſcharged by the often fore- 
mentioned Memorial annexed ro the demand or 
pretenſe which the Englich Companie depoſed 
and delivered in , and to which they do referre 
themſiclves , in which is expreſflely ſaid , thar 
Pagoran Diepa Panerat , one of the principal 
Miniſters of the young King, or rather the firit 
Minſter of State, had don the ſame, although 
they putit in ſuch General and ambiguous cx- 
preſſions, 4n all appearence, as it they wouid 
lay it to the Charge of our Men : Onely what 
concerns the Powder, the Dutch companie doth 
ſay , tharincale it were true, that che English 
were fain by the order of the King to unlade the 
iameand bring it to Land, thatir was don not 
becauſe the King ſtood in need ot it, for he was 
abundantly furmshed by them of Batavia, bur 
only to prevent that they might not deliver the 
{ame to his enemies, and beſides it cannot be ill 
taken, that the King in thar confuſed ſtate of 
things , would oppole and hinder the English 
from going ſo often roo and fro to their 
Ships. 

Concerning the ſecond point , namely that 
we 
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we ſhould have hindred the Engliſh from de+ 
parting out of Bantam, and alſo to have ſtop- 
ped their boats , hath nor the leaſt appearance 
of truth 1n 1t , foraſmuch as themſelves con- 
felle, that we aſfliited them with our Boats and 
Chalops to carrie their goods and wares a bord 
their Ships , when none of the people of the 
countrie, or their Boats could be obtained ro 
be ſerviceable to them therein, fo little accep- 
tance they Wad with that Nation, and how can 
this hang together, that weſhould haveprocu- 
red their departure from the Kang , and then 
when they were readie to depart, to hinder it , 
yeathe Engliſh diſagree in the verie poſition laid 
down about it, for their foreſaid Memoraall, ro 
which by their demand, they refer themſelves, 
dictates not that their men were ſtopt at Sea by 
our Barks that kept watch, but that it was don 
by the watch of the Netherlandiſh Companie on 
Land at the mouth of the haven, to wit, as ha- 
ving order to ſuffer nothing to be carried trom 
Land tothe Englith Ships. 

The complainrs which thereupon they ſhould 
have made to Major St. Martin comprehended 
inthe third point, as if he had in a kind of mock- 
age, anſwered them, that all was don by or- 
der of the King, what doth this make to the 
thing? for put the caſe the ſaid Major ( which 
not withſtanding -1snot granted ) might ſay, not 
in way of Mockage, but in carneſt,that it was to 
be1mputed to the order of the King, which goes 
farther , ifthoſe orders had bin executed —_ 

ol. 
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Soldiers, although that alſo is denyed, and of 
which the Epghth doe produce no proofs, yet 
. could it not any wayes prejudice the Dutch 
Companie as not being bound to be reſponſable 
torthe Orders ot the King. 

Touching the Kings anſwer to the Chief of 
the French his complaint , and that the King 
remitted him as to that matter to Batavia, of 
whichis tpoken 1n the forth point! although it 
thould be al true , which notwitMtanding is 
not proeved , it might be that the King did it 1m 
' tuchamanner to free himſelf fromtherrouble of 
thofe complaints, | as wel knowing that one of 
his Miguſters had ceaſed on the {aid Chetrs with 
filver, which however it be, neither concerns 
the English, nor obligeth the Dutch Companie 
to beani{werable for the ſame. 

Bur to demonſtrate yer more fully how far 
the English Compame in all their pretences do 
abcrre from the truth, they ſay, as may be ſeen, 
in the propoſall of the firſt point, that the peo- 
ple of the Countrie, to wit, of Bantam, the 
day before they, viz. the English were cauſed 
to remove, did indeed com intotheir Lodge, but 
withoutdoing of them the leaſt Iojurie , and 
yet they fay intheir foreſaid Memorial anexed 
rotheir Demand, that atthe ſame time they took 
away all their provition driving the English out 
of the Chambers(except one named, Waite) and 
took poſleſhon thereof ; but a little after the 
Dutch Soldiers came. who further made ſpoil, 


and carriedaway althey found there : Bur this 
can 
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can not be: becauſe the Englith had a day be- 
fore their departure carried away for Batavia 
in the Ships of the Dutch Company all their 
Moveables, to the very leaſt thing of any 
worth (theirdeparture, as themſelves lay,being 
the 12.0t April) and fo nothing could be tound: 


and bcſides all the time of their inhabiting of - 


Batavia. which dured more then a year, they 
never brought in any complaints, by a Liſftor 
other wa cru what the Dutch Souldiers 
had rob'd them ot, but on the contrary they 
came and rendred their thancks to the Govern- 
ment there, for all the affiſtance had been don 
unto them , without the leaſt mention of 
wrong received: which had they don, the Go- 
vernment there might forthwith have cauſed 
enquirie to be made, and it it had been rrue, 
procured farisfaction; bur letting that occa- 
lion lip, and being negligent therein, and then 
to bring in their Complaints hier, and that 
without any proof, the Dutch ſay isa thing al- 
rogether unreaſonable. 

As hath before been alledged, the Engliſh 
Compagny from the beginning hath pretended 
reeſtablishment at Bantam from the Dutch 
Companie, and to which in their Demand or 
Memorial of their pretences delivered over to 
the Commiſſaries of both fides, they remain 
perſiſting, with requelt rhat the ſame may,in 
the firſt place before all other things be deba- 
ted and determined, taking for their tounda- 
tion, that that reeſtablishmeat had alreadie bia 
AC» 
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accorded and to by you Pu. Highneſles 
and by the Netherlandish Company. 

But now not yet content with that, they 
prezrtend by their toreſaid Demand beſides the 
recalling of the Dutch Troops, the delivering 
over the Caſtle of Bantam 1n 1ts entire, for to 
putinto it a ſtrong Garriſon, pretending that 
otherwiſe they would not be willing to ſettle 
themſelves again there, yea they require that 
the whole Cirie be delivered up, and pur into 
the hands of his Majeſty of Great Britrain. 

What concerns the firſt, it is true indeed that 
the Englisch Company did pretend all this, but 
it is evident, that the Dutch Company hath 
as little right to this, as to give over the whole 
Ciry with the Caſtle, according to their fut« 
ther pretence: We who have only afimple re- 
fidence, without participation of any Autho- 
rity, which doth whohe reſide in the perſon of 
the King, it is for us a moral impoſhbility ro 
diſpoſe of that which Privative doth belong to 
the King, and fo ro reeſtablish the English 
there againſt his will withour intruſion into his 
right, and violating his Authority : for al- 
thoughthe Dutch Company hath their Troops 
in Bantam which ſerve the King for a Gar- 
riton todefend his City, yer that affords them 
no Territorial right, nor the leaſt power to 
bring in again thoſe whom he hath baniſhed 
trom thence. 

And as they cannot by torce of Arms oblige 
the King to take inagain the English, and - 
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ſettle them in Bantam without uſurping upon 
the Right of Nations, and deſervedly to in- 
curre the diſaffeftion and hatred of all the 
Princes and Potentates of Indie, fo can they 
with as little ground do it by threatnings, with= 
our injurie to their fidelity, which mult be the 
{tay of the credit of the ſaid Companie among 
the Indian People, who otherwile would nor 
rely upon their word, norenterinto Alliances, 
- ad combinations with them. 

Bur they of the Engliſh Company averre, 
thar here not only conlifts their intereſt , bur 
they have alſo the promiſe of your Pui. High- 
nelies, they onely requiring the Execution of 
the ſame. 

As to their [ntereſt the Dutch Company 
will cafilie grant, that the forefaid reeſtabliſh- 
ment might be for their advantage (although 
they, as hath before bin ſaid, declare that ex- 
cept they have a Garriſon, and the Caitle tor 
their ſecurity they would not reſide there) ſoal- 
fo undoubredly it would be tor their intereſt, it 
the Dutch Company did admit them into thoſe 
Countrics, where we have our ſpices, and 
which we poſleſs by propnety, with ſecluſion 
of all others : and ſo alto it would be for the 
intereſt of this Stateand the Inhabitants there- 
of, that the Englith would permirtthem the Na- 
_ and trade in the Barbados, Canbes, 

ew-England, the Virgines, and many other 
Countries they poſſeſsin America, where the 
will not {ufter us, nor other Nations of Eu- 
rope 
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rope ſo much as to pals their Seas. But the 
Queſtion in this caſe is not, the convemence 
or Intereſt but the Right. If that the Engliſh 
Company could groundedlie maintain, that 
the Dutch Company is bound to reſertle them 
there, and prove it by cleare and convincing 
reaſons that they had driven them out of Ban- 
tam, the buſineſs were at an end. 

But to come to their ſecond ground , viz. 
the promiſe of your Pui. Highneſles, and of 
the Dutch Company , which was made to them 
Anno 1683. that they ſhould be reſetled there : 
To this we have betore faid, and do now again 
an{wer, that thoſe Profters do ſerve for an un- 
deniable proof, that the Dutch - Companie 
ſoughrtnothing more then to continue with the 
Engliſh Company in an intimate Friendſhrp 
and Confidence, which by that accident at Ban- 
tam did ſeem in ſome meature to be interrup- 
red, and that they would rather declinethe ad- 
vantages which by ſuch exceſthve expences they 
had acquired there, then to remain continually 
in contention .and quarrel with the Englith 
Company : and hereby the Dutch Company 
oblitterate thole aſpentions and calumnies im- 
pured unto them, as it 1n all appearance they 
tor their own Intereſt and wiltully had incited 
and fomented the Difterences, and warr that 
followed thereupon, berween the Father and 
the Son, and had two yeares before formed that 
deſign by correſponding with Pangoran Diepa 
Nagara, and ſo contrived the baniihing of the 

En- 
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Engliſh out of Bantam : For it all this had bin 
true, they thould verie badly have managed 
their buſinels, after that all was thus ſucceeded, 
and they with ſuch exceſlive charges attained 
what they aimed at, they thould then withour 
any preſſing necefſitie have made fo htrle ac- 
count of it, and that for the mere pleaſure of 
them , who for all the pretences , and juſtifi- 
cation of their complaints made, had nothing 
to thew in way of proof: Indeed had the En- 
gliſh Company, at that time reſted farisfyed, 
the Dutch Companie ſhould have been oblt- 
ged to perform the ſame , how praxjudicible 
ſoever 1t might afterward have been to them: 
But foraſmuch 2s the Englith Company was 
then pleaſed whole to reject and break of thote 
tranſactions, whereas we to deftrouſly longed 
that they might be brought to a good end 1n 
England, and for which, as is faid, the Lord 
Ambaſſador Citrers was fully authoriſed, al 
the time that buſineſs of Bantam was in the 
termes, as they were, during the Negotia- 
tions, and treatie with Mr. Chudly and Sr. John 
Chardin in the Hague, and which the Engliſh 
Company alſo cauted ro be broken of : where- 
upon it tals now to be enquired into, whi- 
ther the Dutch Companic, ſince the cate of 
things be wholie changed and of an other 
nature, be ſtill obliged ro the ſame. 

It is evident that at thar time the State of 
the affaires of Bantam was not known, nu- 
mely, whither the warr between the Father 
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and the Son were yet remaining, or ended; 
if it were determined, whither by an accom- 
modation or by the Sword: It by the Sword, 
who of the two, the Father, or Son, re- 
mained Conqueror, and thereby become ma- 
ſter of the ; -x Au : During which uncer- 
raintie, it can not be judged imprudencie, 
that the Netherlandith Eaft-Indie Company 
(by whole forces the Son was delivered from 
his inevitable ruin, and by whom he further 
was to be afhtited , fo as not to fall under 
the oppreſhion of his rebellious Subjects) 
ſhould interpoſe their credit and authority 
by the ſaid King for the ſetling of the En- 
glish in Bantam, if he were Conqueror , and 
with condition the English ſhould yield no 
further aſſiſtance to the Father: and in cafe 
the Father were Victor, that then the En- 

lish ſhould imploy all their credit by the 
Father, that the Dutch Company might en- 
Joy 2 good Neighborhood with them : and 
theſe Proffers of rhe Dutch Companie, while 
things ſtood rhusat an uncertaintie , were the 
more excuſable by the King of Bantam, be-i 
cauſe they endeayoured thereby to prevent 
the ſuccours which the Englich Company 
pretended to ſend the Father, and alſo be 
cauſe at that time it was not yet knewn, how 
tar the Englisch had made themſelves irrecon- 
cilable ro him. 

During this uncertaintie of things , the 
Dutch Companic made theſe Proffers , yes 
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Sr. John Ciardin hunlelt projected an accoms 
modation between both rhe Companies, in 
which mention was made of the withdrawing of 
the Dutch Troopes out of Bantam, and what 
each Companie ſhould be obliged unto in thoſe 
occaſional accidents, as are thereby ſpecityed : 
But as it pleafed the ſaid Mr. Chadly and 
Sr. John Chardin very unexſpectedlyto break 
of thoſe treatiſes, which already were ſo tar 
advanced, and they alſo of the English Com- 
pany on their part did reject the Prom hich 
not only your Puiſ: Highneſles in their foreſaid 
Anſwer to the Memorial of Sr. John Chardin, 
had made : Burt thoſe alſo, which the Ambaſla- 
dor Citters atterwatds did make, in the name 
and upon the account of the Netherlan- 
d1th Companie, after that the forefaid Sr. John 
Chardin was returned into England, and the 
Englith beganagain to bring in new Demands, 
after they had very diſdaingtully rejected the 
tormer , hereupon the Netherlandil wn 6s 
ny judged, that they ſtood no longer bound ro 
theirs, eſpecially when as ſomewhile atter by 


| tydings on both lices in Letters from the Indies 


it was fignityed, that the Warr at Bantam was 
ended to the advantage of the young King, 
who reobtained the Kingdom as poſleflor, 
had taken the Father priſoner and ſubdued his 
Rebels,fo that conſequently the Netherlandith 
Company had now no longer any ground nor 
pretext, either to treat with the Englith about 
theirreſetling in Bantam, as beeing, 7 errifoream 
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lane alienum,, muchlels to promiſe the ſame, 
and the rather becauſe the now reigning King 
having conſidered the conſpiracies of the En- 
glish with his Father and rebellious Subjects, 
hath declared them his pernicious Enennes. 

Sceing then from all what hath been ſaid, it 
clearly appcareth, that the English Companie 
did rather choſe to expect the uncertain Lot of 
Warr, then to agree with the Dutch Com- 
pany , while it was time , about their Set- 
lement, it is therefore reaſonable that _ 
now acquielce , and leave the N etherlandi 
Company unmoleſted, as to their reeftabliſh- 
ment. 

It followeth therefore , that it is wholy be- 
{idesthe purpoſe, at preſent to make uſe, or 
apply to their advantage the foreſayd anſwer of 
your Pu: Highneſfles to the foreſaid Memoria] d 
after they had rejected the toreſaid Proffer, and 
had determined not onely to reeſtabliſh them- 
ſelves by force of Arms, but wholic to becom 
the Maſters of Bantam, and to that end to ſer 
out a formidable Power of ſhips and Men at 
ſea, though rheir Entreprize , as they them- 
ſelves depole in their forelaid reply, was ſtopr 
by his Majelty ot happie Memorie, & nor ſufte- 
redto put torthtofea: now this was the reaſon 
thar they having formed & being buſic about 
thisdeſtgn, tharthe Charges the; cot mightnot 
be truitlefie, did not only reject the Proffers 
a torelayd , of the Dutch Companie , but 
mace [uch Exceltiye Extravagant demands, s 
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thedelivering up of the whole Citie of Bantam 
with the Cattle, although they wel knew that 
irncither would nor could bee accepted of us,or 
incaſe they were accepted, that then they had 
attaind ro whatthey aymed. 

So long then as the State of things was at an 
uncertaintic, and it mightbein doubt who ot 
the twain father or ſon thould have the upper- 
hand, thoughthe ſonne ſeemd by far more like- 
! to prevail , nevertheleſſe the Netherlands 

ompaniejudged, that in ſuch a Conſtitution 
of things, 1t could not be 1] taken that they en- 
tred with the English Companie into a treatic, 

how they might atter the bett way procure a 
peace berween the two Kings, by interpoling 
their credit and ſervice of love , & obtain the 
reeſtablishment ofthe Englith Companie; bur al 
this being rejected by theEnglith with dildaing, 
and that uncertaintie which then was, beeing 
brought to a Certaintie, ſo as the whole buſt- 

neſſe 1s becom of quite another Nature, that 

the Netherlandiſh Companie ſhould yet be 
bound to perform , what they inthe uncertain 
ſtare of things did ſhew rhemſelf willing un- 
to, the Netherlandith .Companie apprehen« 
deth, that it in juitice cannot be required. For 
firit thereby, belides other con{iderations, they 
ſhould certainly be made looſers of the ſum 
of {ix times hundred thouſand Ryxdallers, 
which the King of Bantam by evening acounts 
is found endebred to the Dutch Companie, and 
of which a Contract is made with him in par_ 
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ricular, in which he grants to their Company 
the Traffick in his Kingdom, ſo long and until, 
he thall come to be in a condition to repay the 
ſame to the Dutch Company : But that which 
belides this deſerves to be reflefted upon , is, 
that the King of Bantam hearing a rumour 
that the Engliſh Company perſiited in their 
retence of reſettlement in Bantam, with the 
calling back of our Troopes thence, wrote te 
the Government of Batavia (even after he hal 
ſurmounted al difhculties) that in caſe rhg 
ſhould conſent therein, and withdraw ou 
Militia from thence, he ſhould nor be able te 
continue maſter in the work, but be neceſlita- 
red to retire to Batavia, in hope proteCtion 
ſhouldnor there be refuſed him, and thereup- 
on beſought in all humility, that they woul! 
at no hand forſake, and reduce him to ſuch ex: 
tremities, but perform their word given hin 
by ſolemn Contra&t. And how ſhould the Ne- 
therlandiſh Companie be officious to their re 
admiſhon, ſeeing the Englith Company in 
cheir writingsdo to ſcandaloufly decipher.him, 
as namely, that he hath with the approbation 0 
all the world atted arainſt the Englich Nation 
as an Enemaie, ſo unthanck ful , {5 barbarous, wit 
ſuch antipathie from their Blood , without any thi 
leaſt reaſon or provocation: that his « Majeſty «| 
Great Brittain without injurie to his honour, ma) 
not reft till he have ſecured himſelf of that Cit 
| and whole Kingdom , until he have got reparation, 
and that the ſooner, becauſe he is, according i 
their 
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their ſaying, however he bear the title of King 
nothing elſe but a perfeit Slave of Batavia, and 
a Servant to their will and pleaſure. High words 
indeed : aiſo it is a wonderful Dilemma of the 
Engliſh Companie, to wit, it the Old King of 
Bantam have any right to Bantam, and the de 
endencies thereot, then the concluſion is moit 
{olid, that the ſame is devolved upon the de- 
ceaſed King of Great Brittain, of happy Memo- 
ne: And it the right appertains to the young 
King, asthe Hollanders athrm, then he hath 
acted by the approbation ot the whole World, 
againſt the Subjects of his ſaid Maj. as anenemie, 
& according to what they have deciphred him. 
Concerning the firſt member of this Dilem- 
ma, being it 15 evident ,that the Old King of 
Bantam having given over his Kingdom to his 
: Eldeſt Son the preſent inheritor thereof, he 
ms now cannot afterward give it to another : the 
c-  concluſion that follows hence is directly againſt 
8 the Engliſh Company. W hat concerns the (e- 
vs cond part ofthe | acifng it it bethe youn 
ns King to whom this right doth belong, = 
oF and that it be true, thar he had acted againſt 
108 the Engliſh as an enemy ungratetul, barba- 
a rous, and with antipathie to their blood, with- 
= out the leaſt provocation, as indeed may be 
5 drawn, butnevertheleſs not to juſtife the De- 
48 mand of the Engliſh Company againſt them of 
mk Holland, neither can any thing therefrom be 
nF concluded againſtrhe preſent King of Bantam, 
»F in calc he hathjuſtly, asheaftirmerh, reſtifyed 
ir D 4 his 


(56) 
his diſpleaſure againſt the Engliſh : But inthe 
niean while we cannot let pals, without ta- 
king norice that while they are pleaſed to heap 
up reproches upon the young King, tken they 
{iy; be had ated againſt the Subjefts of his Mas 
jeſty as an enemte , ungrateful, barbarous, with 
an Antipathie of their Blood, without the leaſt 
provocation, turther, that he is unworthy of 
alliance withthem ; but when the buſineſs 1s, to 
load the Dutch, and make them the Authors 
of their expulſion out of Bantam , then they 
alter their ſtrain, and ſay, that they could not 
ſo mucb as obſerve neither in the words or geſture 
of the King the leaſt thing manifeſting any aiſplea- 
ſure againſt the English , or that he had a ade/ion to 
make them depart out of his Conntrie. 

Here, they name the preſent King a Slave 
of the Netherlandich Companie, and in their 
Reply they ſay, that the O!/d King, when he 
ſate on his Throne, would willingly have been 'a 
Slave of the Kins of England, and thereof would 
have made his triumph. 

In their Reply they give the mentioned 
King the name of a pauvre /dior, a vile per- 
ſon, wne Chetrve Creature, &c. Andin their let- 
ter they wrote to him in March i668 z. they 
{tyl him a ſe King, ro whom they ſay, they 
will ſend a perſon with the Title of Envoy 
or Extraordinary Ambaſſador, with full power 
co concludean cyerduring League and Alliance 
with him. 

" Theſame Title the King of Great Brittain 
giveth 
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giveth him in his fore mentioned Letter , ſti- 
lng hima wiſe and righreouſs Prince. 

On the contraire, the English Companie in 
their Triplick, call him a Mwrtherer, and Con- 
temner of the publick_ faith. 

And how odiouſly the Engliſh Companie in 
their foreſaid Letter (annexing alſo , what they 
wrote to Pangoran Diepa Penerat, Chief Mi- 
niſter of State) have deciphred the Nether- 
landiſh Companie, and in what eſteem we were 
alreadie with them, even before the Warr of 
Bantam was kindled, the Dutch Companie will 
reterre to the judgment of the Reader. 

It hath already been mentioned, that the 
Engliſh Companie in their foreſaid Demand 
did pretend , belides the calling back of the 
Dutch Troopes, thedehveric alſo of the whole 
Cirie and Caitle of Bantam, or elſe as they 
ſaid they would not make their reſidence there 
again. 

” Bur beſides that the English Commiſſaries, 
who were to decide the difterences, didas hath 
been ſaid , Judge, that this their demand, as 
alrogether ungrounded and unreaſonable,oughr 
ro bedenyed, lo it isathing that doth ſufficient- 
ly refute it (elt. 

For before the Warrot Bantam the Engliſh 
Companie had nothing there bur a Lodge and 
ſimple Reſidence, without the leait Territo- 
rial right : The King after he had triumphed 
over his Enemies, knowing that they had afford- 
edall manner of aſfiſtance - rhem,and not being 
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at reſt as fearing their future miſcarriage, and 
eſpecially in this juncture of time, while he was 

t ſurroundred of Enemies , cauſes them to 
diſlodge: Hereupon now the English Compa- 
nie comes and demands the deliverie of the 
whole City and Caſtle, having had nothing 
there, bur as hath been ſaid, a Lodge for Com- 
merce, and this they will have from the Ne- 
therlandisch Companie, who have no right at 
all rodiſpoſe thereof, except they chaſe away 
the King that now is, outof Bantam, for to 
put it into the hands of the English , and ex- 
cept they could make it out, and to beagreable 
to juſtice , that the Dutch Companie thould 
threaten the prefent King to abandon and de- 
liver him over to the will and mercie of his 
Enemies, by remouving of their Troopes out 
of his Citie, whereas we are bound by Cen« 
tra& to maintainand proteCt him , ſhould now 
falter in our word, and falſehe our truſt, a 
thing which may nor ought to be required, of 
us. 

But it 1s ſaid, that the Dutch Companies in- 
tent in this, is to monopoliſe all the trade of 
Pepper, and get it to themſclyes wholie , and 
to this they ad, that ſeeing the Netherlaudish 
Companie having beſides the trade of Cloyes, 
Nurmegs , Mace andcinnamon, al this would 
make them able to maintain a flect to withſtand 
the mightieſt King in Europe. 

Bur befdes that there are ſo many other great 
countries 1n the Indies , where Pepper may be 
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had, and to which the Engliſh Companie have 
acces as wel as the Dutch, and that it is im- 
poſlible,the Netherlandish Company ſhould get 
themall under their power & command,it ought 
to be called ro mind,that when we were intrea- 
tie here with Sr. John Chardin, that we prof- 
fered the Pepper-trade in Common to the En« 
lish Compane,and that by the Contra& which 
ould be made withthe King the halt ſhould be 
allotted them, of which an article was at that 
time made, and preſented in writing , but by 
the ſaid Sr. John Chardin reje&ed , {ofar was it 
fromthe Dutch Companies intention to deſign 
the ſame, as its malitiously laid to their charge, 
and not only as to the Pepper: trade,bur they add 
alſo in their Triplick, that the aim of the 
Dutch Company by this their Reſidence at. 
Bantam, was beſides the Pepper to engroſle, 
to their ineſtimable profit, the Linnen-Trade 
alſo: Whereas on the contrary the Dutch 
Companie in their foreſaid propofals to Sr. 
John Chardin,befide the Pepper did admit them 
to the half of all other Wares , including the 
Linnen, which they alſo refuſed, and not- 
withſtanding in their ſaid Reply they further 
ſay, thatal the endeavour of the Dutch Coms« 
panie was whether by right or wrong to keep 
— in the ſtate to which they had brought 
them. 
The Englich Company had firſt ſet in their 
Demand they gave in, that by our reſidence at 
Bantam we had made the Pepper» Trade wm 
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difficult to them, bur in their forenamed Re. 
ly they ſay, that we made way to Monopo- 
Fat the whole, ſo far may men be blinded by 
paſhon. 
To what the English Companie doe further 
. depoſe in their foretaid Demand, viz.that thoſe 
in pay , of the Dutch Companie, had upon the 
coaſt of Mallabar aflaulted their Men, given 
fire on them, and this alſo to deprive them of 
the remainder of the Trade in Pepper they as 
yet had there: The Dutch could have withed, 
they had more clearly declared themſelves as 
to the place where, the foreſaid Coalt laying a- 
longit the-Sea the ſpace of an hundred mules, 
=_ to the year and time when, together to 
what Ship or Barck and upon what occaſion : as 
on their part the Netherlandish Companie is 
readie the ſhew after what manner they delrt 
with our Men upon the Weſt Coaſt of Suma- 
tra, to wit the English Fregat . . . . inSep- 
tember 1683. being upon the Coaſt before 
Ayer Bangi, and ſending out his Chaloup with 
about fourtie armed Souldiers againſt our men 
ſitting in a Boat, ſhooting once and again with 
Bullets: As the Ships the Socieriec, the Prafi- 
dent, the Eagel and Berckhlie Caſtle, ' who at 
their return homeward from Bantam, Corman- 
del and Bengale, in Iuly and the following 
Months of the year 1681. overwintering at the 
Iſland Mauritius,committed no ſmall intolences 
and miſchiets , eſpecially they of the Praſidenr; 
and Eagel, robbing andcarryivg away all what 
io : they 
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they found, notwithſtanding all thecomplaints 
and proteſtations made by the people of the 
Dutch Companie, ot which we have authen- 
rick evidences in hand tothew. 

We paſs by, that the Engliſh for ſo many 
years have made it their conſtant work, ro de- 
bauch our men at Bengale, on the Coaſt of 
Cormandel, at Bantam, and el{ewhere, to draw 
them out of our ſervice, to ſerve them on their 
Ships homeward, (being weakly mand) againſt 
the proteſtations made trom time to time, as 
15 tobe ſhewn by evidences in hands of the Ne- 
therlandish Companie : That the English Com- 
panie is entended , as themſelves have divulged, 
to ſet down and build aFortrefſe on Priamang, 
ſeated on the Welt Coaſt of Sumatra (a coun- 
trie under the command of the Dutch Com- 
pany, and where they have a Port lying) 
which by the firſt Letrers that come, we ex- 
pect to hear that it1s already effected, they ha- 
ving ſent to that end divers Ships, with Men, 
Materials, and warlike furniture: the miſchief 
that hence will enſue, may ealilic be gefled at. 

It isa thing inconceivable, how they dare 
publiſh to the world , that the Dutch Compa- 
nie by a contract made with them of Macaſſer 
November Anno 1667, andas they ſay, printed 
at Batavia, by which the English Nation was 
{ecluded trom Commerce in that Countrie, and 
of which after the expiration of eighteen 
years, they make complaints in their writings: 

whereas {ince that time two folemn Treaties 
bave been made betwixt England and this Stare, 
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befide the forenamed agreement of the year 
167}, by which all pretencesand aQtions what- 
ſoever, which might have been againſt each 
other, were nullityed as if they never had bin, 
and although this ſhould not be urged , the 
Dutch Compagnie is ready to juftifie what they 
did, by holding forth tothe world theirrighr 
in making ſuch kind of Contra&s: Burt what 
in this cate falls into ſpecial confideration, is, 
that the foreſaid Contracts made by the Ne- 
therlandifh Companie, was during the Warr 
with England, or before the peace concluded 
annox667, was, or could be known mm the In- 
dies, or at Macaſlar. 

So then although all were true what is publi- 
ſhed in a certain writing, and by Mr. Skelton, 
Envoy Extraordinarie, annexed to the fore- 
ſaid Memorial , prefented ro your Puif. High- 


neffes:, that we had violently ſcaſed on the 
FaRors of the Englith Company, carried them 
away pritonners to Batavia, and then ſpoiled 
their Houſes (although the Companie , upon 
their Faith and Credit, are ignorant hereof) 
whar could this any way help the Englith, or 
why thould =_ thus exclaime abourit? Hath 


not. England about this verie time taken by 
force New- Netherland from our Weſt-Indie 
Companie, & canthe Durch Weſt-Indie Com- 
ietrame an action or pretence hereon? With- 

out doubt, No. 
The English Compamie finding themſelves 
deſtitute oft neceſſaric proots to make good 
the 
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the matter of Fatt, they charge the Dutch 
Companic with, which nevertheleſs can only 
ſerve as the foundation of what they urge, as 
alſo being convinced of the unanfwerable con- 
furation made by the Dutch Companie, with 
molt evident demonftration of the ounded- 
nels of the afſertionsof the English Companie, 
they betake themſelves in their Reply to re- 
proches, calumniating the Dutch Companie 
in the conduct of their affaires after fo odious a 
manner , and in ſuch extravagant termes, as 
mult needs make all men aftonithed , how peo=- 
ple of honourand underſtanding ſhould ſo for 
et themſelves, yea fo far as that the Engliſh 
Commiſſaries themſelves m the conference 
with the Commiſlaries who on our fide were, 
to decide the buſineſs, were conſtrained to 
abhor and manifeſt their diſcomtent thereof: 
And although the Dutch wanted no matter to 
convince the Englisch Compamie of their in- 
tollerable injurie, and to difabuſe the World 
of ſo many untruths falsly imputed to them, 
yet they judged it better to abſtain and with a 
modeft filence to paſs it by, then enter into 
further conteſt, and make the rupture of the 
Friendſhip (which is ſo neceſſary between 
both the Companies) yet greater, and the 
wound incurable. 

The Demand the Dutch Company made by 
reconvention, conlifted herein, that they at the 
earneſt requeit of the English Companie had 
tent or accommodated them with four _ 
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ſels, tor the tranſport of their perſons, met- 
chandiſes and effects from Bantam to Batavia, 
under promiſe by writing to pay the Dutch 
Companie for the traight , theſe Ships they 
kept ſome moneths, making uſe of them 1n ſtead 
of Magalins, . and tor preſervation of their 
wares and effects, ro the great prejudice of 
the Dutch Companie, who ſtood 1n verie great 
need of them, in reſpect of their tratfick, 
but could not gerthem again what meanes and 
infinuations ſoever they uſed, till ſome months 
after. 


The foreſaid Ships were, 
Europa, 'big 600. lat. 
New Middleborow, big 500. laſt. 
Deltshaven , 4.50. laſt. 
*r Wout, 100. laſt. 
The fraight of which amounted to the ſumme 


of 13900. L. ſtarl. 

It remains that we ſpeak a word or two of 
whar happened betore Gamron in the Gulph 
of Perſia, over which alio the English Com- 
pame make their complaints, firtt, in a certain 
Article m their Triplick, and afcerward by 
that writing which the toreiaid Mr. Skelton 
Extraordinarie Envoy, annexed to the foreftaid 
Memorial by him prelented the . . of May 
laſt ro your Puif. Highneſſes, of which men- 
tion was made in the beginning : This Ar- 
ticle containcs firſt complaints againſt the con- 
duct of the Fleet, which lately the Dutch 
- Company had in the Gulph ot Perfia with 
| which 
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which they enrended, as they ſay, to ſhut orlock 
up all the Havens of thar great Kingdom. 

And the faid Memorial did further make like 
complaints that the forefud Fleer conducted by 
Reynier Kalembroor, with violence ſhould 
have hindred John Golisborough Maſter of an 
Engliſh Companies Ship called rhe Marchant 
of Bengale, from onlading the ſaid Ship with 
Boats, thereby detaintng and diſturbing him. 
in all theirrrafick and buſineſs : bur after exa- 
mination this complaint wil be tound as ground» 
lefs, as any of the other. 

The caſe is this, that the Netherlandiſh 
Companie time out of mind, having a Comp« 
roir or Lodge, together with their 'Trafhck ar 
Gamron, and other places in the Kingdom of 
Perſia, by yertue ot an agreement made with 
the King, and of Priviledges granted unto 
them , the Perſians in many pointsfer themſelves 
in oppolition againſt chem , offripg them many 
cutragious and unjuſt dealings, and foraſmuch 
as No reparation or redres 1n the lealt could be 
obrained by any requeſts made, although ac- 
companied with exrraordmarie and coſthe pre- 
ſents , ar laſt it burſt forth into deeds, for to 
- repair the injurie don, and this 1s the Fleet of 
Ships, which the Durch Compamie for this 
end had in the forefaid Gulph, with which they 
rook from the Perfians the Jland Kifmus with 
the Caſtleinthe faid Gulph ,not tar diſtant from 
Ormus or-Gamron,' not for to keep, for it 
coulJnor haye bcen ſerviceable to us, bur with 
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intollerable c—_ onely it was don to induce 
and neceſlicate the Perſians to condeſcend to 
reaſpn, which it alſo effe&ed , whereupon the 
N echectandidh Companie reſtored the land and 
the Caſtle to the Perſians again. 

V hat then concerns the firſt complaint, that 
with that Fleet the Netherlandiſh Compamie 
ſought ro ſhut up all the Havens in Perſia, the 
Netherlandih Compamie 1s neceſſitated ro ſay, 
that it is verie ſtrange to them, that they ſhould 
ſo wrongfully and malitiouſly miſcontter the 
good intention of the Netherlandiſh Com- 

any. 
: Hath the Dutch Company with that Fleer 
of Ships done them the leaſt wrong or hinde- 
Trance , as to what concerns their coming or 
departing 1nor trom the ſaid Havens? yeacven 
during the time that the Netherlandiſh Com- 

ame lay with the whole Fleet before Gamron ? 

ave not the Engliſh ſayled in and out, as 
they pleaſed ? They cannor bur ſay, yea. 

What reaſon had they then to judge ſo malt+ 
tiouſly of their deſign. 

Bur in the foreſaid Triplick it is ſaid , that the 
Netherlandith Company intended indeed to fer 
on foot and effe&t it, in cafe the Englith had 
not by hap appeared there with a greater num- 
ber of Ships , notto be hindred or torced by the 
Netherlanders. 

Burt betore they were arrived there with any 
number of Ships together, did not the forefaid 
Fleet and the ſaid Kaſembroot let their ſingle 
| Ships 
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Ships go in and out freely and unmoleſted, yea 
even their Boats and Chalops: and'with them 
alſo their Ship Williamſon loden with Goods 
fraited for and belonging to the Perfians? Sure- 
ly they cannot deny tt. $. 

And what concerns' this great number of 
Ships, which they fay they afterward had 
there, if compared with the number, eſpe- 
cially the greatneſs of the Netherlandish 
Ships, all mounted, mand, and in gallantequis 
page for Warr, they were ſtrong enuff, had they 
had order, to have kept them out of Gam- 
ron. 

The Netherlandish Fleet laya year and ſ: me 
months before Gamron, and the Engliſh wee 
bur a ſmall time with their foreſaid number of 
Ships there , whereas before and after there 
came other, yea ſingle Ships, to and fro, and 
yet according to their own confeſſion no ſtop 
or hinderance was don toany of them, fave on- 
ly rothe Ship called the Marchant of Bengale 
before mentioned, and of which ſhall be further 
ſmoken by and by. 

From whence then is it evinced, that the 
Dutch Company had ſuch a delign, or what 
proots do they bring, to juſtifie what they de- 
poſe in their forefur Reply ? Nor one only 
word, . 

But to ſay how the caſe ſtands, the Nether- 
landich Companie undertakes to ſhew, that 
the ſaid Kaſembroot, commanding the faid 
Fleetin Chief in the Gulph of Perſia , did _ 
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' the time of bis abode there, by expreſs order 
and command, forbid, that no let or hinde-' 
 rance ſhould in the leait be offered to the En- 
glish Ships in their navigation and tratfick in 
- that Kingdom. 
' _ And, that the Dutch Companies manage- 
- ment might be rendred the more ſuſpe&ed and 
odious, they conclude thus in their Triplick, 
theſe are the meanes which the Dutch Com- 
panie uſeth, forto get great advantages upon 
the Indian Princes, yea have thereby con- 
{trained that great and mightie King of Perſia 
| himſelf. ro ſubſcribe ſuch Articles, as they 
.. would, that he mighthave his Havens again 
open and free. 
. Bur beſides that the Netherlandisch Compa« 
- nic hath nor, by all thoſe exceſſive charges, 
covenanted or acquired any greater priviledges 
. or advantages then they alwayes formerly have 
had in the Kingdom, EXCEPT onely a diſcharge 
_ from taking yearly a quantity of Silk at acer- 
tain PTiCe, ( at leait ſo far as concerns the laſt) 
according to the advice, which the Durch 
Companie Jately received concerning the 


lame. 
And in caſe the great Princes of the Indies, 
and the King of Perſia himfelf were fo eafily 
to be forced by ſuch a Fleet as the Dutch 
Companie had there, we have reaſon to de- 
mand, why the English Companie did not 
make uſe of that occaſion , namely when they 
had preient ſuch a Fleet as they boaſt of be- 
fore 
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fore Gamron , for to recover of the Perſians 
payment of the Tol or Cuſtom of Ormus or 
Gamron, which: they ſay was ſo truely due 
untothem, but unjuſtly detained by the Per- 
fans, at leaſt as to the greater part thereof, 
and which in the year 1654. they demanded, 
as to the half thereof , amounting to man 
hundred thouſand gilders, of the N Bury 
Companie, to war, of the Goods which the 
laid Durch Company until that time ,had 
brought and negotiated there, but was then by 
Commirties on both parts denyed tobe dueto 
them, and they remitted to the Perſians them - 
ſelves, where they fo often importuned them 
by their complaints, yea even to the threatning 
of them, but neverthleſs could never obtain 
any fatisfzetion: would they not in all thar 
time , wherein theſe pretences have ſince en- 
created to ſuch vaſt ſums, it it had bin to be 
acquired with ſuch facility, have uſed theſe 
wayesand meanes? Undoubtedly yea. 

And thereby we may wel judge , what 
was the Conſtitution of that Fleet they had 
there , and of which they made ſuch high 
boaſts. 

Burt in caſe they ſhould yet attempt the 
ſame, could the Netherlandich Company, 
although much prejudiced thereby in their 
T raid, as undoubted would ſo be, could 
they thereupon lay any action to the charge 
of rhe English Company, and make pretences 
upon them ? 
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Surely the Dutch Companie would wiſh, 
yea, cntreat 1n a friendly way, thatyf ſuch a 
thing ſhould be, our Ships might hahe the like 
ulage, as the Dutch Companie did ſhew to 
the English. 

Asto the ſecond complaint, namely the hin- 
derance occaſioned to the Ship the Marchant 
of Bengale in her unloding, by detaining and 
diſturbing them in their Traffick and under- 
takings. 

Thus ſtands the caſe: The Dutch Company, 
as hath been ſaid , having War with the Per- 
fians, or being as they fay' in ſtats bell; , and 
laying with their Fleet before Gamron, there 
came tyding from Land, that there was an 
intent to bord our Fleet by fire Ships, and fo 
cauſe us to leave the rode; whereupon we re- 
ſolved to ceaſe on all the Perfian Boats we 
could get , and make them faſt behind our 
Ships: the foreſaid English Ship laying in the 
midſt of our Fleet, and making preparation 
to unlode in Perſian Boats, the ſaid Kaſembroor 
deſired them to be pleaſed to defiſt , and not 
to make uſe of Perſian Boats, eſpecially they 
being accuſtomed to take in their loding in the 
night time to be verie earhie at land to unlode, 
we offring them al the Boats of our Ships to 
aſſiſt them, thar we might be certain, that they 
under the cloack of coming to the foreſaid 
Ship, with their Fireſhips , and paſſing by our 
watch , might not before we were aware, 
fal upon us; but they of the forefaid Ship re- 
| jecting 
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je&ing our proffer , there came among our 
Fleet a Perſian Boat, mand with ten or twelve 
Perfian Rowers and one English Mariner, ha- 
ving by him two caſes with Roſewater, which 
the ſaid Kaſembroot cauſed to be brought into 
his Ship:the English Interpreter preſently there- 
upon making his complaint, the former proffer 
of our Boats was renieuwed, and at his goin 
away bid to take with him the two cafes ke 
Roſewater , which herefuling, they were put 
into his Boar, and ſo he departed. 

This being the true hiſtorie, we demand , 

what herein was don amiſle by the Dutch Com- 
panie, to cauſe the English to make ſuch cla- 
morous complaints abourit? Or whither it any 
hinderance came thereby to the English (for 
damage they had none) they brought it not up- 
on their own heads? 
The goods they accuſe us to have taken out 
of the Perſian boat ( which nevertheleſle they 
rhemſelves confefle were agayn reſtored , and 
pur into the boat where the Engliſh interpre- 
ter was)- They aggravate , for to make them, 
in- all apearance , to ſeem of great impor. 
tance ; were onely the forefaid two Caſes of 
Roſewater. 

In the Contra-Proteft , the forefaid Kaſeme« 
broot hath made agaynſtrhe Proteſt of the En- 
oliſh (and to which they appeal) the whole 
carriage of the buſineſle 1s nakedly and clear- 
ly made to appeare , for which reaſon they 
alſo thought. good , as the ſaid Extraordinarie 
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Envoy annexed the ſaid Proteſt of the En- 
glith . ro his forefaid Memorial , here withal 
allo ro deliver over this Contra-Proteſt. 

Thereby more plainly ro ſhew : firſt, the 
Proffer we made of our boats for their ſervice 
to unlode their ſaid thip, partly to take away 
the hinderance they Complayned of , and on 
the other hand to prevent the miſchief , which 
by the going to and fro of the encmies boats, 
( which chey might have pretended to be don 
only in the name and by the arder of the En- 
oliſh ) could have betallen our fleer. 

Agaim , that the goods taken out the Pers 
ſian Boat , but again reſtored , were nothing 
but the (aid Caſes of Roſewater. 

And thirdly , that the Englith , during our 
diflention with the Perſians , did al whar they 
could to incenle them agaynit us by Calum- 
nies and falshoods , which aifo did remarke- 
ably retard and ſet back our Bulineſle at Courr, 
to the great lofie and detriment of the Dutch 
Compame. | 

Eſperially by the promiſes they made the 
Perſians with fix ſhips to chaſe us trom the 
Rode of Gamron, and outoſ the Fort of KiCl- 
mus , whenas nevertheleſle our faid fleet con- 
ſiſted of nine ſhips, and of which the Durch 
Companie expects due iniormation at the re- 
turn of our fleet. 

And hereby the direfors of the Netherlan- 
dish Companie hope they have Satiſhed the de- 
fire of your Puiſlant Highnefles, haying mani- 
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ſeſted on the one hand the Notorious un- 
groundednefſle of all the Complaints brought in 
by the Engliſh, and on the otherhand the in- 
tegritie of rhe Netherlandifh Companie intheſe 
matters: and that thereby your Puiſlant High.

That three dayes beforethey arrived the 
Hollanders had ſertled and fortified them- 
ſelves there upon a Rock on the other fide of 
the river , notwithſtanding that the Emperor 
and the Mandarins had commanded them to re- 
tire, telling them that he had given the Coun- 
trey to the King of Great Brittain to ſer the 
Engliſh Companie there ; and that he had ne- 
ver given permiſſion to the Dutch to re- 
ide there. 

That the ſame day of his arriving at Ba- 
tancapas the Hollanders had ſent him a Pro- 
teſt, counſelling him to take good heed of the 
Malayans , * becauſe they complayned that the 
Engliſh had wronged them by ſetling at 
Bancola and at Indraponna , places which; 
they ſayd, had formerly bin given unto them. 

Thar at the end of two dayes he ſent them 
another Proteſt. 

That the day after his arriving , the Em« 
peror and his two ſons arrived , and them- 
ſelves planted the Pavillion of the King of 
England. 

That the Hollanders had fortifyed them- 
ſelves, as much as they could. 

Thar during the 3 firſt weeks there was no 
oppolition on the one or other part , al- 
though the Engliſh did ofterr prefſe the Mal- 
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layans to fall upon the English. 

That the Hollanders ſecing that after all 
their per{waſtons , the Mallayans would do 
nothing, forced them to retire further up into 
the Countric, about three mules towards the 
North, with deſtgn (as the Emperor and his 
men believed) to waſt the Countrie, the Hou- 
ſes, and cſpecially the City of Batancapas. 

That to prevent this delolation the Emperor 
and his two Sons had drawn back their forces, 
Except 60. or -0. Mallayans, whom they letr 
there for to cover the works. 

That after the retreat of theſe Troopes the 
the Hollanders in Batancapas the day after 
beeing the 23 Auguſt on a Friday and on the 
Sunday had thor with their greateſt Canons at 


the people as they came ro the Market in hope 
ro make thematfraid, and no more to ſupply the 
English, or to bring them any more provi- 


lions. 

That a Canon-bullet with two points {triking 
a tree neer the Palliſado of the English Fort, 
burſt aſunder in two pieces. 

That rhe day after they had diſpatched Mr. 
Samuel Worly to the Hollanders to know of 
them the reaſon wherefore they had ſhot at 
the Magalin of the Englith and their men, and 
to tel their commander they would ſend a peece 
of the Buller ro the King of England, andin- 
form him ot the affront they had don to his 
Subjects, but the Commander not being then 


preſent Mr. Worly had don the meſſage to an- 
other 
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other Gentleman that had the command in the 
abſence of the other, the {aid Officer ſhould 
have anſwered that he much wondred they 
ſhould make ſuch a work of one or two Ca- 
mon ſhor,and pointing with his finger to divers 
Peeces not far off from him, ſhould have ſaid, 
behold there a great many , which ſhall be 
ſhorof, and not fayhng of his word , the ſame 
afrernoon 21. Auguſt he made two thor more, 
after the ſame manner as before. 

That the Mallayans being affrighted , the 
greater part which remained with the Engliſh, 
deſerted them. 

That the Hollanders being advertiſed hereof, 
embarqued in their Chalops the Mallayans with 
a number of Dutch Soldiers. 

Thar they fired continnally their great Guns 
while they were 1n their Barqs, andat length 
having tet foot on land,they with furie allaulred 
the ſmall number of Mallayans, which were 
forthe Engliſh, et on fire their Palliſado, and 
having pur to flight the ſaid Mallayans, they 
fell upon the Engliſh which were at the En- 
trance of the Palliſado. 

Thar a certain man named Mackolon , an 
Officer of, the Hollanders, told him, that excepc 
= ſoughtto eſcape , the Mallayans would kill 

im. 

That not fearing their threats, the Hollan- 
ders had commanded the Mallayans to aflault 
the Engliſh, bur the Mallayans teſtifying their 

G dis- 
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diſlike by refuſing todo it, the Enfign-bearer 
ſer himſelf 1o the tront, forced an entrance ins 
to the Fort, being tollowed of tome Nlallayans 
and about 40. Hollanders. 

T har theie Troopes were no ſooner paſt the 
Pallidſado, but they ſaid to them and the other 
Englith, thar if ever they entred more into the 
Forr, they might expect nothing elle, but to 
be tallen upon. 

That at the verie ſame inſtant the Dutch 
Soldiers and the Mallayans began to plunder, car- 
rying away all they thought was of any worth, 
and gave 1t into the handsof their Comman- 
ders, and while they were thus pillaging, the 
Dutch Soldiers in contempt, brake and tare 
in pieces the Flag of the King of England, 
which was ſet up there. 

Thar after all thele Violences the torefaid 
Ofhcer by order of the Commander, prayd 
him ro retire on the fide of the Hollanders, pro- 
miling 1n the name of the Commander , they 
would reſtore the Marchandile, Effects, Silver- 
work, Canon and all what might appertain to 
the Englih, and what thould be found in the 
hands ot the Mallayans. 

That he thereupon going to the Comman- 
der named Mackabon : heinitead of performing 
what was promited, anſwered him, he could 
do nothing 1n it, and that what the Mallayans 
had taken, was juſtly acquired, and they could 
not be conitrained to render the fame : howeyer 
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as for the Canon he would endeavour they 
might be reſtored. 

Bur coming again.to him,after he had ordered 
men and a boar to take in the Canon, there came 
tome of his men and ſaid, that in caſe we would 
have the Canon, the Mallayans pretended to 
have 5©co dollars for them. 

Seeing then roo appearently that in this and 
in all other things the Engliſh were meerly de- 
luded, he embarqued his Soldiers and men that 
were letr, and returned ro Indrapanna the 
25. Auguſt. 


High and Mightie Lords, 


WW E have received your Puiſ: Highneſles 
Letter and therewith your Reſolution of 
the firſt of this preſent, with an inſertion of the 
Memorial preſented ro your Puifl: Highneſles, 
with an annex by the Marquis of Albiville 
Envoy Extraordjnarie of his Royal Majeſtie of 
Great Brittain, which ſud Memorial containeth 
Complaints againſt the tranſactions and doings 
of the Miniſters of the Netherlandiſh Com- 
panie at Maſlapatnam upon the Coaſt of Cor. 
mandel and at Batancapas upon the Weſt- coaſt 
of Sumatra, with their Requeſt of reparation, 
concerning which your Puiff: Highneſles re- 
quire information by us. We may not omir, 
High and Mightie Lords, to propoſe, with all 
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Cutiful reſpect to your Puiſl. Highneſies, that 
toraſinuch as the faid Appendix , 1s 1n effect 
the contents of fuch Letters, which the Englith 
Company, as they Ffretend, have lately re- 
ccived out of the Indies, divers particulars are 
rehearied in what manner the things they com- 
plaine of were there tranſacted, ot which we, 
by rcaſonour dSizps arenot yet arrived, tho ex- 
pected everic houre , cannot have perſect know- 
ledge , may 1: therefore pleale your Pull: 
Highneſles not to conlter it amis, that we de- 
terre the tame a while ; how ever we lay afore- 
hand, that the faid complaints, as they are pro- 
poſed 1n the -taid Memorial, are of two parts. 

Firit, 2gainit the conduct of our people, 
in their aQings at Mlaflupatnam: And ſecondly 
upon the W ett. Coaſt oft Sumatra, with the 
wrong donto the Englith at both places. 

As to the firit, we; e apprehend, that by rhe 
information we Þ»4 the Jat year out of India, 
and by another hand, { tetting aſide what we 
are yer exipecting ) we want noe matter fully 
to jul tifie the trantiCtions of our people there, 
and to demonſtrate the ungrounceaneis of the 
forciad compiaints. 

And whar concernsthe ſecond, namely that 
by force we ihould have hindered them, that 
they could nor mgit fertle themiclves 1n the 
Countric oi the Prizce of lndraponna, nor build 
Forts where tney pleaſed, whereas that Prince, 
ACCOrul = 2 What they afirm, had made over 
thaT 
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that Countrie to them, although we can nor 
dire&ly diſcover the perfect ſtate and conſtitu- 
tion of that buſineſs, vntil the Ships , which 
wedayly expect be arrived, nevertheleſs we are 
able by the information which we had the laft 
year concerning it, toathrm from the contents 
of thoſe Letters, that the Engliſh by reaſon of 
the unhealthfultneſs of that countrie, and the 
morrtalitie it brought upon their men, with 
other dithculties, were entended yea did actu- 
aily preparedo depart thence, ſo that we thought 
to have mentioned nothing more, nor troubled 
your Puii: Highneſles with that buſineſs , bur 
have paſt it by in filence, but ſeeing out the 
foregoing Appendix we find it otherwiſe , we 
thall nor may not neglect ro produce with the 
firſt opportunitie unto your Puiſ:Highneſl: our 
juit complaints , and withal to ſhew rhe mju- 
ries, lofles and intruſions of the Engliſh upon 
the proprietie and right, which we (as to the 

Velt-coaſt) for averic long time have had and 
acquired, and which we yet have theactual pol- 
{ethon and injoyment of, and can prove that 
they continually have ſought todebauch , and 
draw from us theſe Princes, who in acknow- 
ledgme::1t of the benetirsand ſervices they re- 
ceived trom us, and among many other, that we 
had delivered them at our cxceedung charge 
and expences out of the hands of their enemies 
under whole yoke they were brought, and 
moreoyerat whoſe Requeſt, we have by ſolemn 
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ContraQts taken upon us, and promiſed to des 
fend them againſt all and every one who ſhould 
ofter to do any injurie or violence unto them 
and for which they have declared us for their 
Sonverains, and in eſpecial alſo that toremen- 
tioned Prince of Indraponna, in whoſe Coun- 
rrey they have built a Fort , endeavouring 
torceablic rothruft us our of our poſſeſſion by 
depriving us of the injoyment we had : And 
yet they themlelves conteſs that our people 
on the Welt-Coalt have poreited againit the 
injuries they did to them , while they fought 
ro ſettle themſelves at Boucoulo and Indro- 
ponna , countries and places, as the real truth 
1s, belonging to us, of which the Contracts 
are in our hands time out of mind, and yer 
they cannot deny , that their people have ſer 
rhemſelves againſt us by building of Forts 
ro keep us out, yea they complan that we by 
railing a Fort have injuried and prevented 
them, and yet this is all the dammage and 
wrong , according to their own ſaying we 
have don them. It indeed the Englith could 
make it out and maintain, that they have a 
right, to com into a countrie of which the 
Soveraintie is made over to us, beſide other 
engagements we have there, tho as they ſay, 
by conſent of the faid Prince (although thar 
is not by us owned as true) to build Forts 
thereby to draw the Commerce into their 
hands, with the fecluding of us, ro whom the 
119ht 
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right is only belonging, andyet we not have 
juite caule, by raiſing a Fort to prevent them : 
or that hereby they thould have a main a&tion 
againſt us : certainly this muſt needs come 
trom another law then hitherto hath bin known 
to the world. 'They accuſe us that we by pri« 
vative Contracts have ſought everie where ro 
keep them trom trading , and yer they make 
their appeal ro ſuch hke Contrafts , which 
themſelves have made there, The Englith 
Companie thewes that they wiltully continue 
in their cuſtom to make alwayes complaints 
howimperrtinent or ungrounded {oever,thereby 
to preoccupy the world, yea to make an impret- 
fton even in the inhabitants of this State it ſelt, 
as1t we ſought nothingelſe, but made it our 
whole buſineſs to oppole and be thwarting of 
the Englith, as among(t othertheir complaints, 
this alſo may apparently be ſeen in the buſineſs 
of Bantam, which occaſioned ſuch commo- 
tion and klatter almolt in all places, and con- 
cerning which the information ſtared by this 
Chamber above a year ago , and preſented 
to your Pu: Highneſſes hath clearly mani- 
teſted, whar is to be judged of the carriage 
and conduct of the Netherlandith Compamie in 
that matter, which in the firit was ſo odioully 
{er torth. But torasmuch as it is our intention 
after the arrival of our Ships, whole return 
from the Indies, we dayly expect, more am- 
ply, by the permiſſion of your Puiſl: Highneſles 
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ro treat of theſe and other things, when we ſhall 
have further light by the evidences we expect 
in thoſe Ships, and to ſhew the injuries olired 
us; we will herewith conclude, praying, &c.

He Chamber of the £2ft- Indie Company 

of Armiterdam, hath afterthe Aſlembling 

of the Seventien repreſenting the ſaid Com- 
pany , and brought your puiſſant Highneſles 
Letter, with the annexed Refolution, both 
being of rhe firſt of Auguſt naw paſt, con- 
taining an Injertion of the Afemorial of the 
Marquis of Alb5wil/z, Envoy Exrraordinary 
of his Royal Majeſty of Great Briztain , pre- 
ſeared unto your Puifl: Highneſſes, with an 
Annex; the fad Memoria! containing com- 
plaints againſt the doi and tranſactions of 
the Mimiters of our Company at eFaſlupat- 
247, on the Coalt of Corm.indel, and at Ba- 
tancapas, upon the Welt-Coaft of Sumatra, 
with demany of reparation for the Infractions 
and damygages, which the Subjc&s of his 
ſad Ro {zjeſty ſhould have ſuffered ar 
both tho ces : and concerning which your 
Puifſ: Highneſles were pleaſed ro command us 
to bring in our Information : and by reaſon 
A thg 
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the ſaid Chamber could at that time grve only 
a proviſional Anſwer, dated the 7, ot Augult, 
becauſe the Ships by which we expected our 
Letters of Advice from the Jndses, concerning 
theſe Ataires, were not as yet arrived. The 
Jaſt whereof, ro which we were then neceſh- 
tared to reter our elves, being by Gods good 
providence ſome dayes fince fately come unto 
us, and that thereby we now are ina capacity 
to inform your Puifl: Highneſſes more pun- 
Etually , we will with permiſſion further ſay, 
that we find the foreſaid complaints to be two- 
fold: Firſt, over the evil proceeding and con- 
duct of our men at Maſlupatnarm, and ſecondly 
at Batancapas, where we, as they ſay, continu- 
ally have exerciſed injuſtice and violence a- 
oainſt them. 

What concerns the farſt, it will benecefſary 
to dive ſomewhat more groundedly intothat 
bufinels, viz. Atter the NVetherlanduh (ompany 
had ſuſtained and born many injuries, dam- 
mages, and — tieKing of Golcon- 
da, who was miſled by his Chick Miniſters, 
till at laſt che whole Trafhck of the ſaid 
Company inall the Northern Factories and 
Lodges was torbidden, and it was commanded 
to all the Regents and Officers, to deprive 
all the Factories and Minitt ereot of 
all meanes of livelihood, and a that no 
wever nor handicrafts men thould thence- 
torward deliver any thing of what they had 
underhand unto them, all which was direct-

ly contrary to the Octroy and Patents granted - 
unto the ſaid Company. Thar at latt we jud- 
ged it reaſonable to have recourle to force and 
conſtraint, hoping thereby if pothble ro bring 
the King to better and more moderate 
thoughts, but before we would enter upon it, 
we though it beſt inan orderly way, tomake 
our intent knownto the King , whois judged 
by all to be a Prince of agood nature, _— 
ways hath ſhewn himſelf attectioned to the Ve- 
therlandish Company , and the rather becauſe 
the Government of Batavia, were fully atſured 
that theſe Intractions and Troubles were oc- 
calioned to our Company only by the evilafe 
fection and 11] will of Hadolena and Achena, 
the two Chief Minifters of that Kingdom, 
who had fo remarkably injured the ſaid Com- 
pany, and invented a way to incite their King 

aint us, without any right information 
how the cale ſtood betwixt him and us, which 
ſaid Mimters a while atter by reaſon of ins 
ward commotions occaſioned by their ill ma- 
nagement of Afairs came to amolt miſerable 
End. However the ſaid Government of Ba- 
tavia, to the end atorementioned {ent a Come 
m:ſſarie with tull Commiſhtion and Power to 
treat with the King, and it it might be to 
compoſe all things in a way of amitic : But 
our Commiſiary was to uniuccelstul, that the 
Ring either couldor would not aflent to what 
we judged to be rightaad equal, in to much 
that to acquire the forelaid reparation and 
A 3 {alls

fatisfation, we were neceſſitated by force of 
Arms, to aſſure and make our ſelves Maiter 
of AMaſiupainam, in hope thereby to induce 
the King the ſooner to liſten ro an accom« 
modation, which alſo the 16. of July 1686, 
was effected without blood thed, and the 
Kings Mi1litta was cauſed to depart, where- 
upon we fortifyed the City againſt any inva- 
ſion which might happen. And becauſe the 
English (ompany had a Fattory and a Lodge 
there for their Commerce and Trafhck, we 
by Letters in Auguit following , let them or 
their Miniſters know, that however we had 
the Power and poſlcthon of the City in our 
hands, our intention was not 1n the teait to 
hinder or incommodate their Trafhck, and 
that they might conſequenrtially diſpoſe of, 
and lade their goods they had or could make 
ready in their Ships, _ with all their 
Provifion and Marchandiſes , which might 
by Sea be brought untothem, and take ir in- 
to their Lodge, only that they ſhould not 
diſpole of them to the Subjects of that King, 
nor after the expiration of {1x or eight weeks 
ſuffer any goods more to be brought tothem 
out of the Country. 

Thais being thus paſſed, and we perceiving 
thatthe Enemy began to itirr, and to caſt up 
works to beliege us, and gather an Army 
thereby to deprive us of our water and other 
means ot Liveithood, we ſcent out our men 
againit them, and with ſucceſs raiſed the 

King's 
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Kings forces by driving them our of their 
Tents : and foragmuch as the Enemy had 
threatned and intended to burn the Cirys 
which was all built of Combuilible matter, 
thereupon the Engl:5h, with diverſe orhcrsot 
the Inhabitants tor fear of being conſu:ned by 
fire, retired upward into the Countrv, but the 
King ſoon atterre{olving to come to atreatic 
of accomodation with us, which alſo was at 
xength cft-cted , by the promiſing repara- 
tion of our Dammages, and that tor the turure 
they ſhould no more deal thus unjuſtly with 
us, but ſuffer us to enjoy tree trading as 
formerly; all which being agreed unto , we 
withdrew our Militia out the City, and gave 
it up again into the hands of rhe Kiag. 

This being the true itare of the matter, 
hereupon the Eng/zh Company makes com- 
plaints by an Annex, to which the Memorial 
of the Marquis of Alb;wille hath relation, over 
Tujuries and Violences oftcred them at Afa« 


__ » Under the pretext of a War, 


which the Nerherlandish Company had unders« 
taken againſt the King of Go/conga: but they 
fay they are well acquainted with ſuch Tricks 
and Defigns. And that we made our ſelves 
Maſters of Maſlupatnam , atter the ſame man- 
ner we before had don of Bantam, to no other 
end then thereby to ruinateanddeprivethe En- 
gliſh of their Traffick. 

That we had play'd ſuch prancks to often, 
cſpecially at Bantam, and afterward at Suma- 
3 tras 
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fre, however they doubted not but we ſhould 
be reſponſable for the ſame. 

That we forbade them after the Expiration 
of cight weeks to trade any more at Maſi«- 
parnam, notwithſtanding they there have had 
their place of Reſidence and Magiſin above 
eighty or ninety years together, and had builr 
the ſame at their. expences upon ground 
bought with their own money. . 

That in all the Treaties we have madewith 
the Kings and Princesof thoſe Countries, we 
always endeavoured to exclude their Com- 
pany from the Trade and Havens of thoſe 
Places, thereby wholy to annihilate their 
Commerce, but that notwithſtanding the 
forefaid Infinuation they did intend to keep up 
their trading at Maſlypatnam. 

Truly here is a wonderful kind of Lan- 
guage , andby it may be perceived, how eaſy 
atis ro Miſconſter afincere and upright mten- 
tion, and wreſt it to a bad ſenſe. 

The queſtions then naturally lowing from 
Hence are theſe, viz. 

Firſt, Whether our Company did undertake 
this War out of an evil intention and defire , 
under thar pretext to offer injury and violence 
to the Englich, i | 

Secondly, Whether it be true, that our 
Deſign was to make our ſelves Maſters of 
Aaſlupatnam, after the tame manner as we had 
don of Bantam, and withno other end and 
. antention than thereby to effe&t the m_ 
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of the Commerce of the Englisb. 

Thirdly, Whether it be true, that we had 
forbode them their Traftick at /1a/inpatnam, 
after the expiring of eight weeks. | 

Fourthly , W hether it then were, oryet 15 
inthe power of the Netherlandish Company to 
enter into ſuch Leagues and Contracts with 
the Princes of thoije Countries, by which 
other Nations fhould be ſecluded trom trading 
inany of the Wares or Fruits growing in thoſe 
Countries. 

W har concerns the firſt, itis known to all, 
that the Eaft Indie Company of theſe Lands, is 
the only erected Companic oft Commerce for 
to enjoy by, and thro an honelt trading in 
Countries to far remote trom us , the profits 
which we hoped might thence cnlue. 

Bur forasmuch as we found by fad expe- 
rience, that we thould have to doe with Na- 
tions which were not to be too much truſted, 
and had evilly entreated many of our Traders, 
yea, murdered ſome of them, which before 
an Ocroy was granted, had negotiated with 
them, it ſeemed good to the States of our 
Country , to prevent ſuch miſchiets, ro qua« 
lify and Authoriſeby a granted Ofroy to this 
Company, to procure reparation by all ſuch 
meanes as ſhould be judged moſt conve- 
nient by them, with further Authority to 
make Leagues and Contracts with the Princes 
and Potentates of thoſe Nations, and to ere& 
and build Forts and Caſtles as might ſervefor 
ther ſecurity, A4 Theſe 
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Theſe Wars then _ not to be under- 
taken, but only incaſe of urgent neceſlity, af- 
ter all wayes of Accommodation and con- 
deſcention had in vainbeen attempred. 

It is a thing that ſpeaks ot it ſelf, that be- 
tween Marchandiſing and W ar there is no a- 

reement, and that Merchants can no wile 
= any intereſt thereby , and the Companie 
therefore had preciſe Orders to ſhun it as 
much as poſhbly might be. 

So that it is moit abſurd to ſuppoſe the 
Company ſhould have engaged in that War 
againſt the King of Golconda, fo potent a 
Prince, and only out of a jollitie of ſpirit, 
A War which we knew aforehand, that be- 
ſides the ceſſation of Traffick, 'would draw 
after it ſuch charges and loſſes, without any 
expectation (fave only hopes of reparation 
and dammages ſuſtained) the verie leaſt pro» 
fit imaginable, muchleſs, that our main aim 
ſhoulda have been to incommodate the En- 
gl#h, oreaule other Dammage to accrue to 
them. Certainly the ſaid Netherlandich Coms- 
pany ought not to be lookt upon fo void of | 
all ſenſe as to caſt themſelves upon ſuch 
heavie charges and troubles by a War, the 
iflue of which 1s uncertain, and that only 
to incommodate and cauſe ſome loſs to a third 
partie, whereas the charges and hinderance 
to their own Commerce would be of more 
importance an hundred fold, then the Dame 
mage of that thirdpartiie could amountto. .

And beſides what CA the Netherlandish 
Company further and more inſiſted upon or 
obtained, then the continuance of their tormer 
Commerce, according as it was granted un- 
ro them by Octroy, or, as they call it inthoſe 
Countreys, by Ferman? 

Have they made any Contracts with the 
King to the prejudice or dammage of the 
English Company? Not in the leatt: What a- 
greement or compariſon then is there between 
this buſineſs and Bantam ? In Bantam the Ne+ 
therlandih Company was Auxiliary to Succour 
an oppreſied King, whoſe condition and 
{tare was brought to the very point of utter 
ruine, and who inthis deſperate juncture im- 
ogy our Auxiliary Forces againſt his Re- 

els, and by whoſe means he was delivered 
from that oppreſſion. 

For which the King granted , or rather, 
we bargained and required nothing elſe, bur 
the Trade in his City and Country, with Se- 
cluſion of all other , not to continue al wayes, 
bur only ſo long till che promiſe made of reim- 
bourſing the charges we had been ar in af 
fording our help to him , and which by mu- 
tual conſent was ſummed up, ſhould be per- 
formed. 

This alſo may ſerve todemonſtrate the Mo! 
deration of the Netherlandish Companie, in re 
gard of the intereſt of the Eng/isb Compante. 
True the Troopes of the Netherlandish Com- 
pany are ſtill in Bantam; but hath not the 
BE King 
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King power tothis? Mayhenotretain them 
in his City forhis ſervice and the ſecurity of 
his Perſon and State, and without whom he 
could not, as he declareth, ſubfiit or be ſee 
cure among his Subjects, eſpecially thoſe 
that had been up in Rebellion againſt him, of 
whom he was not much beloved, and alſo the 
Old King his Father, being yetalive, 

By this alſo an Anſwer isſuffticiently made 
unto the fecond Point, with this Addition 
only , that it1s very rediculous to think, that 
the Dutch Company thould have intended by 
this War aganit Golconga; to plot the over. 
throw and, ruin of the Englzsh Companies 
Commerce (which notwithſtanding they ma. 
linoufly lay to our m— as by the evenr 
alſo hath clearly appeare 

And becauſe, asbetore hath been ſaid, we 
foreſaw that the EreCting of the MNetherlan- 
dich Company in the Indies, could not be 
maintained without force of Armes, therefore, 
as has been ſaid, the Srares did ina ſpecial man- 
nerauthortſe them thereto. 

Whereupen the English Company Percci- 
ving they were depnved of ſnch-a power, did 
m imitation, of what the Sretes had granted 
tous, alſo procure an Ottroy or Charter from 
the King now reigning, of which till that 
txme they were unprovided, aud by reaſon of 
which, were fain to ſuffer thoſe injuries and 
Violences patiently, which now the oneand 
then another of the Princes, Potentares, and. 

Nations 
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Nations moleſted them with, andſtill muſt 
have ſuffered, had they nor by ſpecial Autho- 
rity been impowred to an offenſive War in 
ſuch caſe as might fall out. And therefore as 
ſoon as they had obtained that Charter, they 
by virtue thereof took up Arms againſt the 
Great Mogol im Bengale, and as is thoughtalſo 
in Sxratte. 

And might not now the Dutch Companie 
with as good ground and reaſon affirm , that 
the Englich Company hath undertaken this 
War, thereby to incommodate, endammage 
and enterrupt us in our Trading, which 1s ves 
ry conſiderable in thoſe Countries. 

And in caſe we ſhould make complaints a- 
gainft them, would they dcfiſt, or be per- 
twaded to make no further Progreſs in their 
Afﬀairs? Undoubtly they would nor. Or if we 
ſhould hereupon become troubleſom to them, 
might they not juſtly help themſelves with 
the known Rule, that he who nuſeth his own 
Right, doth hurt no man thereby. Yer thus 
Self-love and Tntereft doth blind the Eyes of 


Amen. 


We only with and defire, that in ſuch 
caſes of their Warr, which they wage, our 
Dutch (ompany may be treated, and have the 
ſame mealure as the English Company hath 
+ had, all the while the Datch Company made 
War with the King of Perſiaand Golconda, 

The third Point, fo asitis couched and laid 
down-in the Annex of the Memorial of the 
 _ Marquig 
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Marquis of Alb:ville, is altogether abuſive 
and untrue, to wit, That we had forbidden 
them after the expiring of cight weekes to 
negotiate there any more. 

rue, weunderſtood it fit, and fo forbade 
them thar after the expiration of eight weekes, 
they ſhould —_— more Wares which they 
might have beſpsken, from the Countrie in- 
to the City, foritthey would, they had op- 
portunities enough to bring in all they haddu- 
= this time. 

ut here the queſtion may be: Whether in 
this we have not don amiſs and contrary to 

Right of Nations? 

Firſt, by Sea we hindred them not, bur out 
of our own goodwill, although we had a 
Squadron of Ships before the City, permitted 
them freely to trafick; yea they might du- 
ring the ſpace of theſe eight weeks, cauſe all 
what they had in the Country to be brought 
unto them. Now in ſtead that they ought to 
have taken and owned thisasa great Civilitie 
condeſcention and benefit to them, this they 
make a point or Article of their complaint and 
accuſation, bur with as little ground, as in all 
the reſt. 

It is well known, that when the French, 
Englich, Spaniard, Portugiſes and others, make 
Conquelts of any Countries or Places beyond. 
Emrope, they then forbid Navigation and Traf- 
fick unto all Strangers 1n the ſaid placcs. 

Yea ſo far that ſome ofthem, if they only 
ſpice 
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= at Sea a ftrange ſhip though at ſome di- 
ance, ſeemingly approching their Countries, 
they bord, take and confiſcate them, 

n conformity and according to this praftiſe 
the Netherlanauh Company, after they were 
becom maſters of «/lupatnam, might have 
forbidden the Navigation and all Commerce 
unto the Englih Company. 

For altho the Netherlandish Company made 
uſe and tooke poſleſſion of the City , to no 
other End, then only to bring the King of 
Golconda the ſooner toreafonable termes z yet 
they could got be certain, whether it ſhould 
have ſuch ſucceſs asthey expected,or how long 
it might be before it were effected. 

Andin the mean while , why might they not 
order themſelves according to the &xle of other 
Nations, and eſpecially that which the Ene 
g!/#h themſelves beyond Exrope doe pradtile; 
yea which the Engl#sh Company doth do in the 
Eaſt-Indies alſo, as ſhall more largely by and 
by be dilated. 

How then can itbe ill taken or imputed an 
Injurie don by the Dutch Company, thatthey 
only required, that the English Company, after 
the expiration of eight weekes, ſhould let no 
more Wares of the Country, to be brought 
into the City, or to hold correſpondence with 
the Enemies ot the Netherlandrsh Company. 

For it all what was carried out, and brought 
in 1ato the City, thould have been at theplea- 
ſure of the Englich Company, while the Enese 
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my lay poſted with his Army round about the 
fame, it would certainly have been of too 
dangerous a confequence to the Nerberlandish 
(pet 

ey might therefore during the time the 

City was in their power, in mattersof ſucha 

nature , order and dipole ot things, as they 
Judged moſt conventent. 

either can any jultly interpret this in an 

evil ſenſe, — it had been don here in Ex 

rope: Namely toforbid that in a Cuy furroun- 

ded and befieged by Land, nothing be broughr 

inand ont, and that thro the Army of the E. 

nemy, who, undoubtedly neither could nor 
would permit the ſame, 

Bur put the caſe thar it might in ſome reſpect 
be controverrted and diſputed (which certainly 
inrcaſon can not be imagined)yer then it ought 
tobe enquired into, whether by that Letter or 
Infinuation any dammage did accrue unto 
them. 

For, as before hath been ſaid, the Englssb 
did of thetr own accord retire out of Maſl«- 
patnams , leaving the City for fear of being burnt 
by fire. 

—_ again, they donotſay, that any ſtop or 
hinderance was done to them in their Com- 
merce: for on the contrary 1n their Anſwer un- 
to the Infinuation ( as may be ſeen in the fore- 
ſaid Annex tothe Memorial of the Marquis ot 
eAlbiville) they afhrm that they would con- 


tinue their Trafhck as before. | 
Thircly, 
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Thirdly, the Englith had divers other 
Lodges more, by, or not farfrom Maſlupat- 
nam, where they could withour any moleſt 
drive their tradegyea Madraſpamen it ſelf, and 
the Fort Sr. George, which was their own 
Place and Fortrefie, being alſo in the ſaid 
Kingdom of Golconda, and-where they have 
their Capital or chict Houle of trading, lying 
alſo neerethereunto. 

And ſorasmuch as they could there recave 
Wares out of that Kingdom as well as out of 
AMafiupatnam, hence it manifeſtly appeareth 
that the ſuſpition which the Englih Company 
would blot us with, as if we had remarkable 
injured them in their Traftfick in the King- 
dom of Golconda, 1s altogether ungrounded 
and trivolous. 

The following fourth Point, concerning 
the making of Contracts Privative (or by way 
of Secluſion) with divers Princes in the Ex/t- 
Indies, about ſome kind of Wares and Fruits 
growing in their Countries, ſhall be ſpoken to 
"hereafter, upon the ſubject treating ot the Welt 
Coalt of Sumatra. 

Comming then to the ſecond Capiral point, 
to wit, the Infraction angd ages Our men 
ſhould have done to the CY" At bLatancapas, 
lying onthe Welt-Coalt of Sumatra, we will 
with thepermifſion of your Puill, Highneſles, 
firſt a little ſpeak of the commodiouineſs and 
conveniences of thoſe Countries, and then 
eome to the Matter it (clt, 

Ic 
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Itis thus, the forelaid Coaſt is divided into 
divers Regions and Juriſdictions,of which Box- 
conto, Sillebaer, and from thence tothe Soxth, 
tar beyond the Straites of Sapda, do belong to 
the King of Bantam, and again from Boncowle 
DNorthwards unto Sinckal , are under the 
Command of the Netherlandish Company. The 
Prince and People ot theſe Countries were in 
part ſubjected to the Netherlnaish Company, 
tor and in acknowledgment of the Benefits 
they had reteived from us, being to our vaſt 
expences and trouble, freed from'oppreflion, 
and having our promiſe to take them into our 
protection. 

And partly by the War theſe mutinous and 
unfaithful people waged againlt us, for thereby 
beeing iubdued and brought under our power, 
they were forced not only ro acknowledg that 
Soverainity we had, but alſo by Contract to 
oblige themtelves todeliver unto us at a cer- 
tain rate all the Pepper and other commodines 
their Countries yielded with excluding of all 
other Nations, not only Indians, but Exropians 
allo. 
And what concerns Boncozlo, it 15 true the 
Englich ſome years, paſt , came with their 
Forces, and poflefled themſiclves thereof, un- 
der pretext that the Old King of Bantam had 
during the Civil Wars (in which he was ta- 
ken Priſoner) granted to them tree Trading, 
and Habitation at Sillebaer, but were driven 


out of the laſt place by the torces of the my 
tha 
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that now reigneth in Bantam , they retired to 
Boxcoulo, and built a Fortrefſe there, where 
they yertkeep their abode, and from thence did 
tranſport and wreſt out of our hands a verie 
conſiderable part of Pepper, we ſay, wreſted, 
forasmuch as it was by Contract with Bantam 
made over to us, whereby although rhey 
have intruded into what belonged'to us, to 
our great detriment; yet we will paſs that by, 
as not being ignorant that ſuch manner of 
Contracts and Obligations made with Princes 
m whoſe Countries, where we have only 
Lodges or Factories,doe give usno ful right 
actually to hinder other Nations for to bu 
and rranſport their Commodities, but mb 
leave it to the diſpoſal'of him that is Lord and 
Maſter of thoſe Countries. 

Burt that we thould be conſtrained to ſuf- 
fer other Nations to come and Traffick in the 
Countries where, belides ſuch Contracts, we 
have and exerciſe Superiority, and permit 
them alſo tor the {ecurity of their Commerce 
to build Fortsthere, isa thing that none who 
are of a ſound and ſedate Judgment, would 
ſo much asimagine ; and yer this is the que- 
{tion thar here muſt be agitated, 

For the Englzh as harh been faid,did not on- 
ly nor content themſelves to ſettle at Boucoxlo, 
the Territory of Bantam, and build a Fortrefle 
there , but did advance even to Indraporina, 
took poit, anderected a Fort there alſo, and 
this they did, notwithſtanding the Proteſta-

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tions and friendly Informations of the We- 
therlandisch Company againſt it , as infringing 
theirright,in aCountry in ſubjectionfor many 
yeares unto the Dutch Company, and where 
they, beſides the Contrats made with the 
. People, doe exerciſe all Acts of Soverain- 
ty, and of which they have the Agreements 
and Contrafts, lying by them roſhew. Now 
this is it, for which the Durch Company doth 
Judge they have reaſon ſo greatlic to com« 


_ ,of which by and by we hall more fully 
ak 


Of the ſame nature is that of Batancapas, 
of which in ſpecial mention 1s made in the 
foreſaid Memorial and Annex, lying be- 
tween Indraporina and Sullda, neer about 
three or four Miles from the lait place men- 
tioned, properly appertaining to this Com- 
pany , _— they of the Englrsh (ompany do 
themſelves pretend , ihat by or over againſt 
our Fort atoreſaid, they alſo erected one, 
bur were prevented by us, and over which 
prevention they make heavie complaints in 
their ſaid Annex, bur without any ground at 
all, as ſhall appear by whar tollowerh. 

The Hiſtoric, according as things were 
tranſacted, is this: Attce that Sapoele Boa- 
handſl.iers,unto whom Bat ancapas alio was be« 
longing , being a pcrtidious. and mutinous 
people, had divers tnncs before, and now a- 
gain of Jare litt up themſelves againit the 
Netherlandi:h Company bicaking the fidelity 
they

they had ſworn, and the Contracts they 


| had made with them; yer the Dutch Coms+ 


pany upon their ſubmiſſion , and laying 
down their Arms in March 1686. did again 
receive them inro fayour, making a ſtrickter 
Contra&t with them , andthart for the future 
they would, according to promiſe, remain 
in their fidelity, Obedience and Submiſſion 
to the Netherlandich Company, and hence- 
forward reſpect and obey the Governour at 
Badarg , being the chief place of the faid 
Company on the ſaid Weſt-coaſt,withoutever 
declining, upon pain of being declared Ene- 
mies, and brought underthe everlaſting wrath 
of God over them and their poſterity ; and be- 
ſides with this condition, that all the Gold, 
Pepper and other Wares their Countries 
yielded, or which were brought thither, 
ſhould only be and remain for the Nether- 
l:ndich Company , they paying the ordinary 
price for them, as by the torclaid Contract 
in the keeping of the Dutch Company is more 
at Jarge to be (een, which was agreed on 15. 
March 16$6. being many Months before the 
Englich Company, according their own con- 
teſh1on, came to Batancapas. And no ſooner 
were they come thither but endeavoured to 
mitlead the people of Batancapas, and to 
draw them from their I'idelity and Obedi- 
ence ; but wel knowing what kind of 
People they were and how little robetruſted , 
they erected a Fortreſle in their L.and, bur 
B 2 \I4 
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were by the Netherlandish Company, accord- 
ing to their own ſaying, prevented by build- 
ing a Fort there allo. 

W hile things were in this ſtate, it hap- 
pened that ſome of the Nadtas that were 
tallen of with their men, didin the preſence of 
fix Englith, as Enemies, ſet upon us mn the 
forciaid Polit, and drive our men a Canon- 
ſhor out of che Fort among the Inhabitants, 
by which, as was reported, four of the fore- 
ſaid Inlanders were flain: bur as in {uch times 
and cates of that yature, all are not alike mu- 
tinous and of the ſame mind, thereupon they 
who remainedfaithful, went our againit them 
that were fallen oft, to drive them from 
thence, and made themſelves Maſters of the 
Englith Fort, and exceptit had beentor our 
intervention, they would have murthered all 
the Englith in their rexrair: but whatever 
they Jett behind, as they deſired by their Let- 
ter, Was as MUCH as polhbly coulda be, not 

nly reſtored to them, but whar is more, at 
their Requeſt we provided the: n all manner of 
proviftions of meat and drinck, &Xc. tor which 
alſo in their Letters dated the 22.and 26. Au- 
£Uuit 1556. they were very thanktul unto us,

for the Arrir; al of their Ships from the Weit- 
2 Coal 
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Coaſt, the Netherlandish Company muſt de- 
fer the ſame, toa fitter opportunity. 

However by what is already ſaid, it doth 
ſufficiently appear by what force, violence and 
intruſion thoſe of the Engliſh Company have 
ated againſt us, both at ndraponra, as alſo 
at Batancapas and elfewhere, and that conſe- 
quently, we have abundant reaſon to re- 
quire reparation and Satisfaction of them. 

Thar which the Engliſh Company alled-. 
geth againſt this, ſoas it is contained in their 
Annex to the foreſaid Memorial of the Mar- 
quis of Albeville, conſiſts in this. 

Firſt, the Emperour of «Maniarbohaer 
ſhould have conferred and ferled that Coun- 
trey upon them, and had to this End ſent up 
two of his Sons to eſtabliſh the Englith there. 

Secondly , that they by vertue thereof ha- 
ving built a Fort there, we in atime of peace 
had by violence aflſaulted them, and this 
only tor the ſecuring of our 'Trafhck in 
Pepper. 

Thirdly, That we had diſdainfully rram- 
pled upon and torn the Pavillion of the King 
of England. | 

Fourthly , That out ot the Fort we had 
ſhot at the Inhabitants of Batancapas , 
and at them that brought their Wares to 
Market. 

And laſtly, that our men had rob'd and 
taken away all the Marchandiſes, Effe&ts, 
S1lver- 
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Silverwork , Canon, and whatever they had 
there. | 

What concerns the firſt point, it is mani- 
feſt , that the Netherlandish Company for many 
yeares hath had and ſb]l hath the Dominion 
in and over the Countreys where Batancapas 
is ſeated. 

" Thar this Authoritie and Dominion is now 
again lately in March 1686. conferred upon 
them with moſt advantagious conditions, and 
are thereby ſetled in the peaceable enjoyment 
thereof: So that they had nor any lawfu] Righr 
to inital and deliver up that Countric into the 
hands of the Englith. 

Foras to the forementioned Emperor, whom 
the Englih {tile the Emperour ot ALinicabo, 
it1s true that up or in the midtt of the Coun- 
try of Sumatra, which are Lands of Mant- 
cabo, a Certain Prince or Emperour doth 
reign. 

Burt that the Prince ever came into the lower 

art of this Country,and as rhey pretend, efla- 
bliſhed the Englith chere,thall while the word 
ſtands, never be proved by them. 

For it is certain, that that Emperournevct 
hath been in thoſe lower Countries, allo in 
tormer times thoſe Lower Countries were 
ſubjected ro the uſurped Authority of that 
Queen Seehins, whole yoak long agoe they 
have caſt off, and given over themſelves unto 
the Dominion of the Dutch Company, who have 
taken upon them to protect and detend them 

B 4 againſt 
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againſt all Oppoſers Sherthamws 

However, according to our late Letters, 
It 15 true that there appeared in thele Lower 
Countries two young Lords, ſtiling them- 
{elves Princes,who alſo by ſome were acknow- 
ledged for fuch, bur cryed down and rejected 
by others as Counterfits. 

But ſuppolſe they had been true and Law- 
ful Princes, yea the very Sons of the Empe- 
rour, Which can never be proved, yet what 
Tight and Authority could they have to 
e{tablith the Engliſh there , muchleſs ro make 
over the Country unto them , or what 
appearance of Truth can be imagined , they 
ſhould have don the ſame? 

It 1s certain never any of the Englich Com- 
pany have been up in thoſe Highlands with, 
the Emperour; no not any of Netherlandiſh 
Company themſelves, notwithſtanding they 
have lived mote then fortie yeares upon the 
Nether-Coalt. 

That thoſe Princes ſhould have Order and 
Power trom their Father to do this, 1s not fo 
much as aftimed, muchleſs proved by the 
Engliſh Company it ſelf. 

And although ir could} be proved, yet it 
muſt come under examination, whether that 
Power and Authority could be ſtretched fo 
far or nor. 

Yea be it how it will, itis enough for the 
MNetherlanaich Company, that we accordin 
to the contchon ot the Englith themſelves, 

not 
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not only were there betore them, but alſo thar 
three dayes before their arrival, we had 
fortifyed our ſelves, yea as they ſay, upon a 
Rock. 

Add to this, and which indeed is wholie de. 
ciding inthe ſubject caſe, that in the very Let- 
ter the Englith produce and annexed ro the 
Memorial of the Marquis of Alb:ville, and 
to which he reters himſelf, it is ſaid, thar 
thoſe fo named Princes did declare, that in 
caſe the Hollanders ſhould eſtabliſh theme« 


ſelves at Batancapas betore the Engliſh, that 


then the Englith ſhould be fruſtraced there- 
of . Words verie remarkable from ſuch, by 
whom the Engliſh pretend to have obtained 
their right, eſpetially it being fo fallen our as 
they ſaid. 

It notwithſtanding the Emperor of Mani- 
cabo might pretend any right to thoſe Lands, 
and declare that we did keep them in our poſ- 
ſetfion unlawfully, which we ſuppoſe thall 
never be; yet then 1t would bea queſtion ro 
bedecided berwixt the Empercr and us, and 
not with the Engliſh. 

The ſ{ccond point isalfo without any grour 
of ttuth, to wit, that our men thould have 
taken rthar Fort by violence trom them, the 
Englich themſelves athrin in a certain Letter, 
annexcd to the foretaid Memorial, that our 
men did diverſe times incite the Malbayers, 
and urged them to fall upon the Eng/:5h. 

Morcover that one Mechelen, whom in 
B 5 their 
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their foreſaid Annex they name Muchalon, 
Commander in Chiet of our Men there 
ſhould have ſaid ro the Englih, and warned 
them to ſave themſelves, otherwiſe the .Ma- 
tezers would fall uponand kill them. 

Bur that the Engliſh not regarding thoſe 
threats, at the lait our men thould have 
commanded the AMaleyers to fall upon 
them indeed. 

. Ot which if they ſhould be required, to 
bring 1n their proot it would be far to ſeek, 
but on the contrary, 4t 1s a certain ECvVi- 
dence that our men did endeavour their pre- 
ſervation. 

Hoewever wedeny not, that our Maleyer:, 
that is, ſuch of them as remained on our fide, 
fell upon the other, which rebelled againſt 
us, and took in the Fort they yer held in 
their poſſeſſion, 

It is worthy of Obſervation that the Engliſh 
themſelves confefs, that not ſo much as a 
man of them was kild in that action, becauſe 
we prevented our Malejers, with all our 
might hindring them from doing it 3 bur 
 ſuppoſeir to be true, thoit be nor ſo, that 
our own men had taken the tort trom the 
Englith, what can be juſtly ſaid againſt it ? 
might we not drive them out ot a Fort, 
which in difpite ofus they erected in a Coun- 
trey that belonged to us? and that right over 
againſt the Fortreſſe wehad made there before, 


and after that by two Protcits we had warned 
* | them 
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them not to do it, but would not at all liften 
tO Us. 

So that as inſtead that the Engliſh take this 
up a matter of Complaint and accuſation a- 
oainſt the Netherlands:h Company, they ought 
to have been thankful to them for their kind 
and mild dealing with them; yeaſo far as to 
deliver them from eminent danger of death 
and ruin. 

As one Samnel Bats, who at that time 
commanded the Engliſh , rogether with 
7ohn Betton in their Letters have truely 
acknowledged, 

And in caſe one of our Soldiersdid, as they 
aftirm in diſdaing tear in peeces the Pavslion 
of the King of England, altho it is not true, 
for according to the Letters thence received, 
the Engliſh themſelved pulled down their 
Flag, which ſurely is more likely to be true, 
becauſe they apprehending the great danger 
they were in, would not ler the Flag come 
into hands ot their Enemies. But ſuppoſe it 
were don by an Engliſh Souldier, what blame 
can be imputed to the Netherlandich Company 
in this? 

Why did the Engliſh expoſe the Flag of 
their Kingin ſuch manner, inthe Territory 
and Country appertaining to another ? Is it 
not a thing known, that a ſtrange Flag is not 
reſpected m any place whatſoever ? 

That our men, according to the contents of 
the fourth point , ſhould have ſhot out of th: 


Fort 
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Fort with their Canon, is true : But it was 
don, not before, but atter that the Rebellious 
Maleyers had aflaulted us as Enemies. 

And put the caſe they had nor done it, yet 
are we not for this reſponſable to the Englich 
Company. 

Was it not free for our men to deal with 
them that had revolted and became Rebels, 
as they thought meet? Surely if we had dealt 
more rigourouſly and in an hoſtile manner 
with them, they had ſufficiently deſerved 
the ſame. 

The ſpoiling of their goodsthey make men« 
tionof in the tourth point, the NVetherlandish 
Company denyes to have been done by their 
men. Ifit was don by the Aaleyers, as in 
ſuch occaſions is ordinary, and therefore our 
State is not reſponſable for that, beſides whar- 
ever we had preſerved of theirs, was reſtored 
unto them again, asappears by the foremen. 
tioned Letter, in which the Engliſh com- 
plain , not that our men had taken their Ca- 
non, but acknowledge it was don by the 
Maleyers, and that it was yet in their poſle(- 
{10n. 

If then the Maleyers could take and carrie 
away theCanon, how much eaſier was it for 
them to carrie away other things ? So thar 
hereby is a clear and unan{werable proof, that 
our people did not intermeddle with that bu- 
fineſs , muchleſsthat they ſhould be guilty of 


the {poile made, 
And 
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And beſides all as the foreſaid Bats in 
the forementioned Letters only defireth, that 
we would endeavour to get into our hands, 
and ſend him his Books and Writings, as alſo 
rwo men. that were run away with one 
Moor, together what provifion of meat and 
drink they had left, without inthe leaſt men« 
tioning any other thing, as well knowing 
it was not remaining in our, but in the hands 
of Mateyers : neither is it to be imagined to 
have beenof any great importance, for in ſuch 
a place, where the inevitable danger was fore 
ſeen dayly by them, and where they had their 
Chalopsand Boats, lying neer their very wals 
to put in whatſoever was of any worth, it is 
not eaſily to be believed, they left any thing 
behind them, they made any great eſteem ot, 
but only what they willingly would pary 
with : and alſo- whatever the Dztch Com- 
pany could fave, or get our of the hands of 
he Maleyers, was reitored unto them. 

And can theſe men be heard, or any be- 
lief given to what they ſay, eipecially herein, 
that all what was robd and taken from them 
was delivered into the hands of the Comman- 
der inChief of the Dztch Company, as they af- 
firmatively depoſe in the Anaex of the Memos 
rial of the Marquis of A/b:wille, whereas in 
the /uates they not only mentioned not a word 
thereot, bur on the contrary by their Let- 
ters they declzred their thancktulneſs to that 
Commander in Chuet, for the great Love 
and 
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and Friendſhip he had ſhewed him. 

Add to this, that when the foreſaid Bats 
wrote , that he had reccived the goods, he 
ſent for in his foregoing Letters, that if there 
had becnany thing more in our hands, would 
he nor have defared that it mightalſo had have 
bin conveyed to him?undoubtedly he would. 

And yet they are not aſhamed to alledge 
ſuch frivolous things and fictions, if fo be 
they might but by any meanes make our caſc 
odious to the world. 

Forirt ſeemeth the Engluh Company ſeckes 
to make it their Cuſtom , by Complaints how 
ungrounded and futilſoever they are to pre- 
occupie, and thereby to ger an advantage to 
the prejudice of the Dutch Companie : but we 
doubt bur they ſhal fall ſhort of theiraim asin 
this, as they have in the buſineſs of Bantam. 

This 1s that which the Englicb Company in 
the Memorial they delivered up do make the 
ground of their Complaints, affirming that 
the deſign of the Netherlendish (ompany was 
— clic then by injuſtice, violence and 
oppreſhon to 1ngroſs into their hands the 
whole Commerce1n the Eaft- 1n4zes, and that, 
as they add, by continuance. But that they 
hope His Majeity of Great Brertarn will time- 
ly provide ſuch remedies whereby ſuch con- 
t:nual Intruſions, Invaſions and ingroflings 
of the Netherlandich Companie may be pre- 
vented. 


But we woull willingly know of the En- 
glih 
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glich Company whence they gather and can 
make good {uch Inferences, that they of the 
Netherlandish (ompany have ever endeavoured 
the lame : Exceprt they have recourſe to ſuch 
like concluſions, as they have already pro- 
duced, the ungroundedneſs whereof, we have 
nakedly and clearly demonſtrated. 

Beſides itis well known that the Countries 
in the Indies and in Africa are ſo great and 
numerous, the diſtricts almoſt infinite, that 
it would be a great preſumption, yea folly 
once to imagin 1t, notto ſpeak of the ablolute 
impoſſibility to efteCt the ſame. 

*Tis true (and herewith alſo ſhall be ſpo- 
ken in Anſwer to the fourth point, which we 
reſerved to this place) that the Netherlands 
Company hath with a few unconſiderable Po- 
tentates or Princes made Contratts over a 
Privative or Secluſive Traffick of {ome kind 
Wares which their Countries did yield. Bur 
if the English Company ſhould maintain this to 
bean unlawful thing, they muſt condemn their 
own doing, and ſo as it were pronounce Sen- 
rence againſt what themſelves have done in 
former times; and of which many cxamples 
may be alledged: Now it the Englizh Compe- 
ny hath made tuch contracts, ſometimes with- 
out, and ſometimes together with us, when 
we were inanearer League Anno 1619. and 
ſome years following, as may be ſeen and 
will appear in the P»b/ick Teſtimonies Wri- 
tings lying by us. 

And 
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And when the Englih Company had ſuch 
Contracts with us together, then according 
to their ſentiment, ic was lawful and good. 
But now the Netherlandich (ompany doth the 
fame without them, as having no communion 
or fellowſhip in the leaſt with them in the 
Indies, it is condemned and exclaimed againſt 
by them, as being unreaſonable : Ought they 
not to call ro memorie, that in former times 
the Engliſh Marchants had the whole Trat- 
fick of th2 Caveyaer which R#ſland or Mnſco- 
via did yield. 

And to come yetcloſer to them, havethey 
not made in the /ndies , and yer dayly ſeek to 
make ſuch Contracts, eſpecially on the Coaſt 
of Malabaer ? 

'T hat the NVetherlandish Company hath ere- 
Eted here and there {ome Forts tor the ſecurity 
of their Trade, and al(o ro make the People 
of thoſe Countries to ſtand to the Contracts 
made with them, cannot be impured a Crime 
tothe Werherlandish Company , or the Engl:sh 
Company mult contels themſelves guiltie of 
the taid crime, tor they alfo have made Forts 
tor the ſame end at Boxcoulo and Indraponra, 
and moreover endeavoured to do the like at 
Batancapas , with whattace then can the En- 
glich Company blame us inthis? and lay it as a 
great Evil to our Charge, whereas they them- 
{elves at Priaman (being on the Weſt-Coalt 
of Sumatra, a Country uader the ſubjection 
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of the Netherlandish Company, and where they 
had a Fortreſle) nor = inrended, bur even 
aQually rook in hand to ſettle themſelves, yea 
alſo according to the (troy or Charter 
granted them by the King now reigning , 4s 
ro other things, ſo in ſpecial ro builds Royal 
Fortreſs, fortityed with 40 great Peeces of Ca- 
non, Magaſins, Wharfs tor Shipping , and 
all other Llouſes and Buildings, 4 wa. to C- 
rect a Court of Fuſtice and Admiralty, and 
henceforward there to regulate and govern 
themſelves after the ſame manner, that the 
Netherlandai:h Company (theſe are their verie 
terms) are wont todo in their places, com- 
manding them that in the Building of that 
great and Royal Forr, they ſhould well pro- 
vide for the ſecurity of their men, not only a- 
gainſt the mutinous People of Sumatra, bur 
alſo (which 1s not ro be paſſed by withour a 
Nora bene) againit their outlandith Enemies, 
the Ho!landers. 

For however that deſign of theirs. was not 
effected, becaute the Englith coming there 
with theirShips, found thar the Netherlands 
Company themielves had a Fort there, fo that 
had they gon forward, they ſaw 1t mult be 
by falling upon us ina hoſtile way , and drive 
us from rhence,. which in appearance they 
darednor, yet toattempt: may we not here» 
upon juſtly demand, whether it they ofthe Er 
£lish Company having attained to their defired 
inrent, as to that City would nor have kepr 
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it alone to themſelves, and whether they 
would have ſuffered us to trade together with 
them there? For then the Fortreſs built at 
ſuch exceſlivecharges in that City would have 
been of no uſe or benefit , but a burthen only. 

Burt incaſe they now had near Priaman by 
force of Arms compelled ſome of thoſe Pririces 
thereabout, or that any of them had of their 
own free will ſubmitted to the English Coms- 
pany, (tor there are diverſe Princes and Peo- 
ples, who have every one apart their Juriſdic- 
tions and Command, and for many years ſince 
ſubmitted themſelves to us) it I ſay, they 
ſhould by force of Armes overcom any of the 
ſaid Princes,or if any of them ſhould willingly, 
and of their own accord ſubmit to the ſaid En- 
£lish (ompany, and make privanve or ſeclulive 
Contracts with them, tho perhaps they had 
not builr any Forts inthe Countrie, and that 
the Netherlandich Company would thereupon 
intrude themſeves, and deprive the Engliſh of 
t heir intreft , by building a Fortreſle, to hinder 
them from enjoying the Fruits and Benefits 
of the Contratts made with thoſe Nations: 
might not in ſuch a caſe the Engliſh juitly have 
oppoled us, yeadriven us away by force? un- 
doubrtly they moughtr. 

If then ir deſerve tobe judged injuſtice, vio- 
lence and oppreſlion in us, by lawtul means to 
ſeek in one and the other Countrie our of or 
beyond Europe, toget and appropriate to our 


ſelves the Trade thereof: Then we know 
not, 
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not, how poſhbly the __ can be judged 
blame leſs, conſidering what they have don in 
Carolina, Virginia, New- England, famaica,and 
elſewhere, Countries of that vaſt extent, that 
all what the Netherlandish Company doth pol- 
{eſs in Eaſt-Indies , 1s not to be compared 
thereunto. 

And incaſe it be lawful to bedon there,why 
then may itnot bedon by the Datch (ompany 
inthe Eaſt-Indies * except that it can be de- 
monſtrated, that theRights of the Weſt. Indies 
and the Eaft- Indies are not of the ſame nature. 

But toremain only within the bounds of the 
Eaft-Indies.The Netherlands;h Company would 
tain know, upon what account Sillebaer, Bon- 
coulo, Indraponra, &c, were taken and poſ- 
ſeſſed by the Englith? to what end they erected 
Forts there? elpecialy it their deſign at Pria- 
man had ſucceeded, was it not. to draw and 
appropriate unto them the Commerce of Pep. 
per, as much as they could ? They endea- 
voured to make and fortifie Priaman in luch a 
manner, for {o their Orders runs, that they 
might beina poſture to withſtand the Ho/lan- 
aers, whom they term, their Enemies. 

It then the Nerherlandich Company, be thus 
lookt upon by them, it is no wonder, their 
Miniſters and Servants in the 1ndres labourto 
do usa!l the ſpite, miſchiefand injury they pol- 
fibly can. 

Whereas on the contrarie our men, accord- 
ing to the Letters which from timerto time 
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we receive thence, __ "HAR nothing more, 
then to.pleaſe and condeſcend ro them in all 
things, according to the order which our 
States do continually give unto us : hereby al- 
ſo,were it poſſible, to free your Puiſſ: Highs 
neſles from further Complaints and Moleſia- 
tions, with which your Puiſſ: Highneſſes are 
ſo often diſturbed by the Englith : bur the 

reater condeſcention we have uſed and Ja- 
a ro ſhew unto them, what advantages and 
quiet ſoever we endeavoured to procure, what 
affronts ſoever we palt by , all is bur labor loſt, 
andthe ſucccfſive Lerters we receive trom the 
Tudies teſtifie, is as Oyl caſt intothe fire, and 
only makes them the more audaciousand fierce 
aganit us. 

And had we at the firſt at Indraponra, ſtoutly 
oppoſed and hindred them from jerttling them- 
ſelves there, to which we had an indiiputable 
Right, they would not kave ventured to 
have endertaken, whattheydid at Barancapas, 
and the troubles thereon enſuing would have 
bcen prevented, our condeicention and indul- 
gence being the only occaſion they abuſe] 
thereunto. 

If at any time infraction or injuſtice hath 
bin committed, they muſt have recourſe ro 
what happened in the buſineſs on the Weſt- 
Coaſt, of which the Netherlandich Company 
hopes after ſome time ro make tull diſcoveric 
to your Puifi: Highneſles. 

However this is undeniable that our Men 

now 
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now lately at Bengale 91d the Engl:th a Ggnal 
ſervice, for when they were ina great extremi- 
tic, and the Moors had deprived them of all 
meanes of Livelyhood, then by our mediation 
and'intervention the buſineſs was brought ro 
a ceſſation of all a&ts of hoſtility for a time: ſo 
far was itfrom our intent to plot , or cauſe any 
harm to come to them, tor on had bin fo, ne- 
ver tairer opportunity was pur into the hands 
of any, then in thar butineſs of Bengale, wherein 
the Engliſh, beſides the loſs of Hundreds of 
their men , would have tuſtained irreparabie 
dammage in thezr Efares and occaſtons. 

Ar Batavia Wwe took them 1n 1o us, withour 
in the leaſt being obliged thereto, there we 
harbored them a long time, we permitted 
their Ships coming inand going our, to enjoy 
all manner of neceſlaries and refreſhments, 
notwithſtanding all the continual naſtineſles 
and piltrings of therrmen; yea thoſe very Ships 
which came from the Weitt-Coaft in that mi- 
ſcrable and deſolate condition, and where they 
bad dealt ſo inhumanely with our men, as hath 
binrelared, yer we provided them nor onely 
with whatever they nceded, bur alto ler them 
them repair, andnew build them again upon 
our W harts. 

In caſe the Subjects of our Stase ſhould com 
to requeſt ſuch athing of them in the Careber, 
Barbados, Virgina, Zamaica, or other places, 
they not only would not have admitted, bur 
rather ſeaſed and confiſcated them. The fame 
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uſagealſoin ikelited? we might expect from 
them at Madraſpatnam, or their FortS. Georg, 
where as hath be ſaid, they have {ſertled them- 
{cives on the Coaſt of Cormandel, or art leatt 
would fend us packing away trom thence. 
Their Ship the Royal Fames coming in Sept. 
1636. trom England, and arriving at Priaman, 
with the lols of about 4o. Mariners and 30. 
Soldiers, together with all their Chief Officers 
unto the verie lait Sergeant they had, in expe- 
Ctation to have found therea Royal Factorie, 
but in ſtead thereof meeting with our Men, 
and departing trom thence, at their carneit rc- 
queſt, we turniſhed them with all manner of 
retreſhments, they pleading that becauſe the 
ſeaſon was wel pait they enrended to fail to 
Padang in Bengale, bur in ſtead thereof, they 
ſtiered their cours to 1ndraponra, where they 
knewxthere was nothing ro be tound tor them, 
ſave men,ammonition and ſuch like neceſlaries 
tor War, with which they provided themſelves 
the better to maintain the place againit us. 
Their Ship the Herbert, becing arrived 
before Batavia, fome' of their men came into 
the Citie with Pocket Piitols, aud pickt a 
uarrel im their Lodging in the night, and 
making ule of their Pittois, they were dy the 
aſſiſtance of rhe People and Magiſtrates Ser- 
vants difarmed, their Piitols bv force taken 
away,otherwiſe it had undoubtealy coſt much 
Blood , and ſo thele impudent men were chaſed 
out of the Cite, 
And 
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And beſides ſome birthive, the r. of De- 
cember of the laſt year, there arrived at Cochin, 
a Citie belonging to the Nerherlandish Com- 

any on the Goal of Mallabaer, acertain En- 

lith Fregart (named Madras, and the Captain 

ohn Wallis, comming trom Cormandel, being 
bound for Szratt4, who atter he got treth 
Victuals and Water, and was without being 
takennotice of, come abord, he entrepriſed in 
the night rime with a boar provt with men to 
enter a certain Moors Ship, who ſom dayes 
betore was come from Swratta into that Rode, 
he througly ſearched the fame, while that 15. 
Muſqueuers with their Cocks bent lay in rea- 
dincls near unto them, and required the Tan- 
del or Boatſman (the Maſter then being on 
Land at Cochin) ro ſhew him his Paſport, who 
athrming that he had it not, took him along 
with him out of hisShip, and having broughc 
him a bord his own, with much tareataing 
commanded him to fetch his Pas from Land, 
but when the ſaid Boatſman was returned 
from Land, he faw that the foretaid Englith- 
man was departed, after he thus uſed vio- 
lence in the Rode, whereall ought to be in the 
oreatcit {ecurine. 

A pain, on the fourth of the faid moneth rhere 
arrived at (oc/in tor the {ime end an Engliih 
Schip called Carotns Secunars, mounted with 
60 Guns and about threehundred men, Afar: - 
zers and Soldiers, having near 50 deadand $80 
lack pertons after he was come from England 
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the foregoing May : and notwithſtanding it 
was remonſtrated, and complaints made to 
the Captain Jonathan Andrews of the in- 
jurie and violence he did ro our Companie, 
yet he was not aſhamed to pretend a right to 
vilit a Moors Ship in our Rode, come hither 
from Suratta, upon the pretext that in the 
ſaid Moors Shipthere were Engliſh Fugitives, 
however he was at laſt periwaded to deſiſt. 

Now in caſe oneor more Ships of the Ne” 
therlandish Company ſhould undertake in the 
Rhode of Madraſpatnam, a Citie as hath bin 
{uid, belonging to the Engliſh Eaft. Indies 
Company, tovilit, ſearch and deal with them 
after the ſame manner the Engliſh have done 
in our Rodes, what horrid Exclamations 
would they not make throughout Europe 
about 11? VW hat pretences of wyunes, affronts 
and d2ammages would they not divulge? And 
yet this is the verie thing they dare to enter- 
»rife inour Rodesand Rivers. 

They complain of Infra&ion, Wrong, In- 
juſtice offred them : Burif ever any wrong or 
1mjuſtice hath been Cone, 1t 1s apparently to be 
ſceninthis, and in a matter of ſuch tenderneſs 
and conicquence. 

We palle by in filence, that the Engliſh 
have endeavoured, and yet continue dayly to 
cebauch and intice our men by money to de- 
ſert us and enter into their ſervice, witneſle 
whatthey do at Benga/e,upon the Coaſt of Cor- 


mandel, Srrartta, and elſewhere, neither have 
we 
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we ever been able to make them todeſiſt from 
theſe their continued prattiſes for ſo many 
years ſucceſlively , by all the Proteſtations and 
Complaints made anddeliveredup unto them : 
Andin caſe we feared not to be oyertrbuble- 
ſomro your Puif. Highneſſes in the rehearſal 
of many other matrers and tranſaQtions, 
whereby the greateſt wrong and injuſtice ima- 
ginable hath been offred us: The Netherlandish 
Company could more amply enlarge and extend 
theſe things. But with the permiſſion of your 
Puiſl: Highnefles we ſhall reſerve the ſame ro 
another opportunity.
